VERY manager in Chicago is more than 
satisfied with the run of business for the 
first threes months of the season. In 
fact, it has been one of the most stc- 
cessful starts, from a financial § stand- 
point that Chicago's theatrical world has 
ever had. The season opened with abun- 
dance of publicity, brought on by the war 


between the rival Devil productions. Weeks be- 
fore the attraction was produced here the press 
associations kept the Chicago daily newspapers 
busy with columns of matter pertaining to the 
war in the Eastern cities, and then it was up 
to the manager of a stock house on the North 
Side to Yr on the first production in Chicago 
and steal all the thunder. To the patrons of 
Chicago's playhouses the production was not 
what they liked and the Eastern companies 
only played to moderate houses during their 
short stay in the Windy City. 

Never, in its history, has Chicago 
been graced with the appearance 
Stars as it has this seasou. Early in Septem 
ber, the summer attraction gave way to the 
bigger productions, and Lew Fields, in The Girl 
Behind the Counter, opened at the Garrick for 
a limited engagement, at the same time Mabel 
Taliaferro, in Polly of the Circus, came to the 
Illinois. Both of these plays were well re 
ceived by the theatregoing public. “Honey 
Boy" Evans and Cohan and Harris’ Minstrels 
Was the next attraction that the public placed 
its approval upon, and it has been reported 
that the big Auditorium did a record-breaking 
business during the stay of the bilack-face 
aggregation. ‘licey, the play that had the O. 
K. of the New York critics opened at the Chi 
cago Opera House, but it was far from what it 
was advertised, and i. only lasted a few weeks. 
One of the most successful drawing cards of 
the early months was Kid Buros in The Talk 
of New York, at the Colonial. Charles Rann 
Kennedy's great play, The Servant in the House, 
broke all records at Powers’ and it could have 
run up to the present time with the same 
capacity houses. B. C.. Whitney broke into 
the limelight just at the right time with his 
musical comedy, entitled A Kroken Idol, with 
Otis Harlan as the star, and the little Whitney 
Opera House has an attraction that filled the 
shoes of The Three Twins, thejr last season's 
success. The next attraction was one that the 
theatregoers had waited a long time to see, 
George M. Cohan and his royal family in The 
Yankee Prince, which opened at the Colonial 
late in September and remained until the last 
week in November, playing to crowded houses. 
The New Generation, with Louis Mann as the 
star, came to the Grand Opera House, and 
after a stormy two weeks he gave way to Wil 
ton Lackaye, who produced, for the first time 
on any stage, Cleveland Moffett’s great play, 
The Battle. Harry Askin, the manager of the 
opera house, gave out a statement at the close 
of this engagement that The Battle was one 
of the best productions, from a financial view, 
that had ever played at that house. The Singer 
Company presented their breezy musical com- 
edy, A Girl at the Helm, to the patrons of the 
LaSalle Theatre early in the month, and it is 
now on its fourth successful month. Dustin Far- 
num, in The Squaw Man, was one of the early 
visitors ; MeVicker’s, and the famous old 
playhouse was packed every night during his 
engagement. The Lion and the Mouse followed 
the minstrels at the Auditorium and it did 
an excellent business 

The first week in October opened with a col 
lection of stars that surprised the theatre 
goers.

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HARLES FROHMAN has returned to Lon- 
don to find himself almost overrun with 
work. So much so, in fact, that Lon- 
don theatres will in the next few weeks 
look as though they are run exclusively 

by him. 
The first business he has on hand is to ar- 
range for the production of The Servant in the 


House, which Londoners, going on the Amer- 
fean accounts, are expecting to do great 
things. Curiously enough it bears a strange 


resemblance to Forbes Robertson’s latest suc- 
cess, The Passing of the Third Floor Back. By 
the way Robertson. owing to Alexander want- 
ing the St. James Theatre has just been obliged 
to transfer the latter piece, in the middle of 
a successful run, to Terry’s Theatre. 

Once Frohman has got this little matter out 
of the way he has to arrange for a continental 
tour of Peter Pan, after the London season, 
and also for a new home for What Every Wo- 
man Knows during the revival of Peter Pan. 


The arrangements for the appearance of Sey- 
mour Hicks and Ellaine Terriss in New York 
at the New Year are still somewhat uncertain 
and Froouman still has one or two ditficulties 
to surmount in this direction. If the present 
arrangements hold good it will be a strange 
sight to see Hicks and his wife playing apart 
after all these years. Still so far as England 
Is concerned the two have such a wonderful 
hold on the British public that there will be 
quite a feeling of anxiety until it is known 
that both have scored successes in their re- 
spective plays. 

Frohman came to England in a very con 
tented frame of mind. ‘‘I am only enabled to 
make this visit at all,’ he remarked, ‘‘be- 
cause of the fact that my season in America 
has turned out so remarkably well. Twelve 
out of my fourteen productions have turned 
out successes, and am able to come over 
here free from anxiety so far as America is 
concerned.’’ 

Frohman has incidentally created a new in- 
dustry—buying plays in mild-ocean. He _ se- 
cured the new French success, Arsene Lupin, 
in this way, on board*the Kronprinzess Cecelie, 
when the boat was about fifteen hundred miles 
out from Sandy hook. 

A wireless message from his Paris repre- 
sentative came to him, stating that the gentle- 
man thief play which ts expected to score a 
success as big as thac of Sherlock Holmes, 
had been produced in Paris the night before. 
The message added that the play was ‘‘very 
much all right.’’ 

Frohman immediately «called his secretary 
and dictated wireless messages to Paris, Lon- 
don and New York. making arrangements 
through his offices in these cities, first to se- 
eure the play, next to pay the price, and fi- 
nally to have it translated and to send his Lon- 
don stage manager to Paris at once to see it.

The Builders is another triangular play, con- 
cerning two women and a man.

This house is on the 
Stair & Havlin Circuit, with the best of the 
attractions of Chas. E. Blaney, A. H. Woods, 
Mittenthal Bros., Sullivan, Mann and other big 
producers are on the booking list. Being well 
located, it catches the transients and has a 
large following. The Academy has one of the 
largest stages and a seating capacity of 1576. 
An excellent business has been done, and the 
prospects ahead are good. Convict 999 pleased 
a large majority 23-28. being one of A. be 
Wood's best. The plot is well carried out by 
a competent company of players. The Phan- 
tom Detective is the next attraction. 


Buffalo's Temple of Music, the Teck Theatre, 
is now included as one of the epochs of the 
Lake City, and Buffalo is having one of the 
best seasons of English opera ever known here. 
The seating capacity of the theatre, which Is 
2.200 is tested at nearly every performance. 
Shubert Theatrical Co. is the lessee and 
director, with John R. Oishei, local manager. 
The Aborn Brothers have subleased the house, 
and have placed their English opera company 
for a nine weeks’ season, which will be fol- 
lowed by a season of comic opera. This the- 
atre has had its ups and downs, but now seems 
to have found its level. Its location is a little 
out of the theatre district, and has been tried 
by stock, comic opera, vaudeville and high- 
class drama, as well as popular, but has never 
struck the success it is now enjoying.

His representative 
here had cabled that the play was a success, 
in his opinion and three cablegrams fixed the 
thing up: one to buy the piece, one to pay the 
yrice and the third for a translation into Eng- 


ish. 

But all that is an old story. Sardou died on 
Sunday. Mr. Frohman came to Paris on Mon 
day and immediately grief and surprise shared 
places in the attention of the French playgoers— 
grief over the playwright’s death, surprise 
over the meteoric doings of the American. He 
saw a couple of plays—the which he is to pro- 
duce—attended to a cart-load of business, had 
his London stage manager to see the produc- 
tions mentioned, gave final instructions and 
jumped back to London quicker than one could 
say Jack Robinson. 

Last week I gave The Billboard a synopsis 
of Israel, LIL., one of the plays Frohman saw 
here, and after sitting through a performance 
he is sure this latest of Bernstein’s plays, will 
be a success in America. 

Arsene Lupin, is the second play in question, 
and is the ‘‘wireless’’ purchase. t is on view 
at the Athenee, and appears to |e what we 
in America describe as a hit. 

The play is from the romances of Maurice 
Leblane and is on the order of Raffies and The 


Amateur Cracksman. Or, to be more exact, the 
plece might be likened to a combination of a 
Raffles and Sherlock Holmes. The stage version 
is by Maurice Leblane and Francis de Croisset. 
It is in three acts and four scenes. 

In brief—more of 
sene Lupin contrives to dispossess the Duke d@ 
Clarmerace of his civil estates and by reason 
of his new title and position, the gentleman 
maurauder busies himself in questionable but 
undoubtedly interesting adventures. Guerchard, 
a police official, is an important character and 
the two have it nip and tuck right on through 
to the end. 

The day before Mr. Frohman left for London 
I talked with him at the Hotel Ritz. He said:

Israel is 
undoubtedly the equa! of Samson or The Thief,

lock Holmes and Rattles a run for popularity 
in both England and America.”’ 

Mr. Frohman gave me to understand that 
Ethel Barrymore is to have a new play from 
this side of the water, but in this she will 
appear scarcely before next autumn. . Bern- 
Stein, though he did not say so, will probably be 


the author of this. Caillavet and DeFlers, 
authors of Love Watches, the petite Billie 
Burke’s vehicle, are completing a new play 


and the energetic American manager has ar- 
ranged for this also. It will be produced in 
Paris this fall or winter. And though she does 
not appear to be in need of it for a long tome 
to come, these two authors are to write another 
play for Miss Billie. 

With the death of Victorien Sardou, one more 
of the ‘Forty Immortals,’’ goes into the Great 
Hereafter. 

A story is told in the boulevards that about 
sixty years ago, Sardou, after leaving one of 
the hospitals where he was an “‘interne,"’ ap- 
plied at one of the newspaper offices for a posl- 
tion. He got it. He wrote a story, the which 
be submitted to his editor. 


“Young man,’’ said the journalist, ‘‘you can’t 


write. My advice to you is to go back to what 
you were doing before you came here.’’ 


“But 1 don’t like that sort of work!’ the 
future dramatist protested. 
‘No?’ the editor remarked quizically. ‘‘Weill, 


if you are bound to go into journalism, they 
need a hund to turn the press downstairs.”’ 

if the editor bad thought to discourage the 
young man, bad he but known it, be bad a bard 
job before him. For he knew what work was. 
tis father was a poor school teacher and scarce- 
ly able to make ends meet, the young Victorien 
felt it his duty to get out and dig for himself. 
Tuis he did, doing the most absurd and tiresome 
work one can imagine. 

The theatre was Sardou’s greatest passion— 
unless it were work—and whenever possible 
he attended the various performances. These 
plays he rewrote as he thought they should 
bave been written—rewrote them for his own 
pleasure or benefit or both. 

It was in 1854 that he ventured with a play 
inside the portals of the Odeon and truth to 
tell, it failed most abjectly and miserably. 
The piece was Taverne des Etudiants (The Stu- 
dents’ Tavern). His first success came a few 
years later when Dejazet appeared in his Pre- 
mieres Arms de Figaro, and his fame was as 
sured in 1860 when he stod sponsor for Pattes 
de Mouche (Fly Feet). 

Sardou never attempted such deep probes into 
human life, perhaps, as the younger Dumas or 
as did Emile Augier. Meilhac’s writings um- 
doubtedly bad greater nerve, but who can im- 
agine stage literature more brimming with dain- 
tiness and charm than its own Famille Benol- 
ton, Divotcon, Pette de Mouche, and so on? 

Historical documents had a sort of fascination 
for Sardou and romances of bygone days ap 
pealed to him greatly. Proof of his ncbant 
in this direction, stands on library tables and 
theatre shelves in the guise of Mme. Sans-Gene, 
Theodora and that dominating work of all stage 
productions of the romantic school, Patrie. 

It is not generally known that Sardou came 
very near emigrating to America about the time 
of bis first play—the failure. His skies were 
very dark and had it not been for a sudden il- 
lumination in the shape of a beautiful young 
girl, Mille. de Brecourt, by name, we, ip 
America, might now be claiming the dramatist 
for our own. Mlle. de Brecourt was a popular 
comedienne and in 1860 the two were married. 

France will honor herself one of these days ip 
honoring the dead playwright. Though it has 
as yet taken no definite shape, there is a 
mevement on foot to erect a momument to bim 
in some fitting place. It's a bully idea, too. 

Now that moving pictures have taken such 8 
hold on the public, some of the film makers put 
themselves into all kinds of dangerous situa- 
tions in order to get exciting views. 

A case has just ended in the courts of France 
which attracted much interest. It seems that 
a certain concern accepted a scenario for a 
film series, the climax of which was a hair 
raising plunge of a horse hitched to a buggy, 
over a high precipice. All was arranged for the 
pictures to be made at Griex, in Brittany, but 
just at the psychological moment, the neigh- 
borhood aroused itself and the cinematograph 
men were hustled away most unceremoniously. 

This, however, only delayed matters. Going 
on a few miles to Ploemeur, another suitable 
spot was found when the scene was enacted. 

e horse plunged to its death several hundred 
feet below and the carriage was smashed to 
atoms. Arrests followed and the case was tried. 
“Cruelty to animals’’ was the only charge upon 
which the picture men conld be held and the 
maximum fine for this was fifteen francs or 
three dollars. The man who took the pictures 
was let go and the film company paid the costs.

tainment in all its manifold phases. The months through which we have 
just passed have not been the brightest or the most prosperous in the his- 
tory of amusements. They have, on the other hand, in the experience of 
many, been beset with doubt and uncertainty and adversity. But the rays 
of Hope’s sunshine are brightening in the distant horizon; the clouds of 
the late business depression are clearing away, and with the opening of the 
new year, it is expected that the activity in the amusement field will equal, 
if not excel, that of any other period of recent years. It has been generally 
understood that the important producing managers would hold their most 
ambitious productions back until after the holidays, but already we note 
their openings from week to week, which, in itself, is a sure criterion that, 
following the election, times are improving even more rapidly than even 
the most sanguine and optimistic dared hope. 


In the circus field the active arrangements for next season indicate an- 
ticipation on the part of executors of one of the most prosperous summers 
in the annals of the tented show. They base their assumption, no doubt, 
on the fact that the people of America have largely been denied their fa- 
vorite amusement this year as a result of hard times, and the consequent 
small number of circuses on the road. That the denial has been only tem- 
porary, is a safe presumption, for with the return of prosperity and the 
freer circulation of money, the dissipation of fear and uncertainty, the 
people will return with a vim to their little luxuries of amusement and en- 
joyment. The patronage will not be confined, as it has been during the 
past summer, to the big shows alone, and in the big towns. The ten-car 
show, and the eight-car show and that of four cars, will come back into 
its own; and circus day will be the gala event of the season in many a small 
community that has for the past twelve months been laboring under the 
gloom of financial and business depression. 


What is true of the circus, is likewise true of the fair and the carnival. 
The money put into the attractions by a fair association is always a large 
percentage of the gross expenditures, just as the receipts from them in 
seasons of prosperity constitute a large proportion of the net revenue. Dur- 
ing the past season, the quality and number of attractions was very ma- 
terially reduced by even the most important of the agricultural associations; 
and those acts that formerly experienced no difficulty in procuring the best 
kind of bookings, were forced either to work at salaries that were trimmed 
down very close to the line of demarkation between profits and expenses, 
or else they had to abandon their fair engagements altogether. It is going 
to be very different next season. Fair managers and secretaries realize that 
to get back to their former standing with their patrons they will have to 
return to the old standard of attractions. Profit will accrue to all from this.

opinion not unnatural in so new and radical an innovation, big minds and 
calm judgment are guiding the destiny of the film theatre into channels 
that will lead to perpetuation and permanent profit. The meeting of the 
Film Service Association, to be held in January, will result in wide strides 
forward and accomplish much in the matter of the financial betterment of 
the business. 

Anent the criticisms on the character of subjects and the injustice and 
wildness of attack, a most striking refutation will be found in a review of 
the most recent creations, a product of one week. 

Invading the field of history, we find new films such as Julius Caesar, 
Colonial Virginia, etc.; the field of religion and Biblical ages in David and 
Goliath, Jerusalem, etc.; the realms of fairy tales by Beauty and the Beast, 
The Elf King, etc. Lessons of patriotism and geographical instructiveness 
is inculeated by The American Fleet in Australia, The Love of Country, 
Hannah Dustin, a beautiful New England historical story. Timely, the film 
entitled Christmas From Christ to the Twentieth Century. 


Truly, these creations belie the wail of the immoral bacteriologist who 
finds contaminating influences in the purest atmosphere. 


Again the dragon of pessimism, using poignant satire as the poison, 
holds up the American public as almost criminally extravagant, because of 
the millions of dollars it spends for amusement purposes. Adroitly con- 
cealing, by all the arts known to the clever writer his 


The deprecatory attitude, the readers of his magazine are regaled 
Crime of with the exaggerated story of extravagance with resultant 
Amusement. preposterous profit to the manager. Deploringly he cries, 


that no matter what the branch of amusement—Wagnerian 
opera, Shakespearean drama, the circus, motion pictures, exposition, vaude- 
ville, horse show, it is a certainty that it is better patronized and more re- 
munerative in the United States than anywhere else in the world. 

The time-tried philosophy of our parents ‘all work and no play," seems 
to have not found lodgement in his brain-cells. Would he have us ignore 
the progress of ages in the matter of character of amusements? Were we 
to follow his line of thought, we would witness the spectacle of dignified 
bankers playing marbles on the plaza, or staid matrons singing “Miss Jennie 
and Jane” in the park. Our professional men would find exciting diversion 
in “‘mumble peg,”’ and the beaux and belles, instead of enjoying the theatre 
would resort to guessing riddles. 


With the rapid strides made in all other directions, and with the in- 
creasing realization, founded on medical theory, that diversions is as neces- 
sary as air and food, progress and improvement in the matter of enter- 
tainment necessarily followed. 


Blinded to a predominating characteristic of Americans, in which a 
large, constituent part is impatience, he derides the practice of sending out 
more than one company to produce the same dramatic creation. He sees 
not in this latter fact, the large element of enterprise which has made the 
people of the United States a distinguished factor in the progress of na- 
tions, but rather attributes its purposes to a monstrous greed with which 
he chooses to libel the theatrical producing managers. The public are rid- 
iculed because they place a high valuation on the satisfaction of a desiré 
to be entertained. To him the fact that he chooses only financially success- 
ful productions with which to illustrate his theories seems entirely within 
the limits of honest criticism. The courage, the lost fortunes, the undaunted 
ambition that refuses to be killed by disaster, the high artistic ability, th« 
architectural beauty of the playhouse, the giant minds of managers, seem 
deserving of no recognition, merely because they serve not the purpose of 
his ridicule and irony. 


Films and the motion picture houses throughout the United States hav 
not escaped his versatile pen.

—THE BILLBOARD 
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SYSTEM IN FAIR MANAGEMENT 
SOLUTION OF THE PROBLEM 


That Has Vexed Many Associations 


Combining of the Principles of the Show Business With 
the Rigidity of Methods the Sole Panacea for the 
Evils that Have Retarded Many Associations 


By J. W. 


HE rapid growth and development of county 
and state fairs and their importance to 
the people generally is a subject now 
culnnanding earnest thought in practically 
every section of the Union, and, that they 


be not allowed to retrograde in their onward 
march of progress, it is very essential that 


sound, conservative business methods be employed 
in their management. 

From the small acorn springs the mighty 
oak, and so, from the earlier exhibitions of our 
forefathers—necessarily limited in their scope 
and influence—have developed the modern coun- 
ty fair and the stupendous state exposition, 
each now universally recognized as a factor of 
the greatest importance in the development of 
our arts and industries. ° 

Education is the cardinal principle of all 
modern expositions—great or small—and that the 
lessons to be learned may be properly presented 
it is necessary that each department be sys- 
tematically organized, both as to management 
and arrangement of exhibits and displays. We 
will not attempt to here treat this subject from 
the exhibit viewpoint, but will briefly present 
a few hints regarding systematic department 
management, in reference to the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of the superintendent. 

Years ago there was but one oficial of a 
fair—the secretary; but the day has long since 

assed when the success or failure of an ex- 
ibition is dependent upon the efforts of one 
man, and to-day at each successful fair will 
you find a loyal band of energetic, progressive 
men composing the board of managers, each 
charged with important departmental duties. 
They act in unison with the secretary, and the 
fruits of their united effort are shown in the 
success that now attends these exhibitions. 
They have thus been lifted from the plane of 
a frolic to institutions of real worth and merit. 

Each depurtment of a fair should be inde- 
pendently organized, with proper officials in 
charge, and rules neither too stringent nor 
too iax should be established for its govern- 
ment. The enforcement of these rules should 
be placed in the hands of the head of each 
ge ge department, be to reign supreme 
n all questions or disputes that may arise, ex- 
cept those of such moment as in his judgment 
require action of the full board of managers. 
By so investing the superintendent with ab- 
solute control of his department you will el- 
iminate many, if not all, of the minor com- 
plaints that now reach the ears of the busy 
secretary. Trivial complaints, such as the is- 
suance of the proper number of passes, disagree- 
ments regarding space, ete., should never en- 
croach upon the secretary’s time unless brought 
to his attention by the superintendent.  Er- 
rors in entries properly belong to the secretary, 
and by him will be yoo og adjusted, but 
aside from these there should be naught from 
the various departments to vex and worry him. 
His time and attention are fully occupied in 
the executive department of the exhibition, and 
his troubles are many, without added burdens. 

In selecting your superintendent do so with 
a view as to his especial adaptability for the 
department assigned; impress upon bim strongly 
the responsibilities of his position; insure him 
that the full strength of the board of managers 
will sanction his every act when in accord- 
ance with the governing rules; make him a su- 
perintendent in fact as well’as name, with full 
authority over his department, and many of the 
rough spots that now serve to clog the wheels 
of smoothness will disappear. Rules are es- 
tablished to be observed, therefore rigidly en- 
force all those that appear in your catalogue, 
and play no favorites. - 

Each department should be equipped with a 
full corps of helpers, capable of transacting 
all business pertaining to that department, and 
it should be so arranged that it be unneces- 
sary for any exhibitor to call upon the secre- 
tary, except, perhaps, to receive his premium 
voucher or correct entrance errors. 

Abandon the committee idea and place your 
trust in one capable man for each department. 
It will please your exhibitors, as when they 
have a grievance or request they know where 
to find the proper official, and are not ‘‘jock- 
eyed’’ from one man to another as is now preva- 
lent at many exhibitions. This same _ rule 
should apply to concessions, and you should not 
expect your concessioner to always appear 
pleasant when perhaps after being located by 
the man he presumed to be in charge, another 
member of the committee sternly commands 
him to move, as that location has been reserved 
for the swing man. It is the small details 
that perfect the mechanism; the large errors 
are so glaring that all may see. 

How often does it happen that Mr. Exhibitor 
or Concessioner, in quest of information, seeks 
the superintendent and by that official is re- 
ferred to the secretary for reply. This en- 
tails, in a majority of cases, a trudge .across 
the grounds to headquarters, and there he in- 
quires of the clerk for the secretary and is po- 
litely informed that that official is engaged at 
present. It then becomes necessary for him 
to await his turn with perhaps a dozen or more 
gentlemen until that officer is at leisure to 
hear his request or complaint. 

After the loss of much valuable time he se- 
cures an audience with the secretary, only to 
be informed that the matter in question will 
be adjusted after a conference with the super- 
intendent or committee in charge. He departs 
vexed and disappointed. How different would 
it be if Mr. Exhibitor, approaching the super- 
intendent, is informed that the matter will have 
the immediate attention of that official. By 
this method there would be no weary waits 
nor loss of time, and harmony would prevail 
in the department. It may be a little more 
high-sounding to inform the exhibitor that his 
request will be referred to the committee or 
secretary, but it is much more business like 
for the superintendent to immediately adjust 
all differences in bis department. How many

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LETTER 


L’ TOUGH the decade just ended was 

one of quiet compared with that of 1884- 

1894, the period of the first appearance 

and final victory of the latest German 

literary revolution, that of the natural- 
istie “Storm and Strife,”’ there never was a 
lack of agitation within and withont. Revo- 
lution hag been superseded by evolution. Many 
an important change bas taken place, many an 
ideal that had been thrown overboard too soon, 
wax resuscitated and much that had at first been 
hailed with applanse as a great achievement, 
was quietly abandoved. The satisfaction of 
poets and public over the great successes of 
consistent naturalism ended in a painful awak- 
ening for some, for others in the firm hope 
that we must seek still higher aims. While 
the poetic art of the latest German natnural- 
iste. like those abroad, endeavored to find new 
sut-ject matter and to create new dramatic ef- 
fects. in a closer touch with nature and with 
the style and forms of every day life, and 
saw salvation only in a naturalistic scenic out- 
fit. In a consistent If not exaggerated imi- 
tation of the principle of the Mejiningers, it 
was the stage Itself that now became the ob- 
ject of a struggle among all sorts of reformers 
who tried to lay bare the shortcomings of the 
old “Showman’s Stoge."’ end to supply some- 
thing better in its place. The exaggeration of 
the principle of the Melningers, the demend 
for the gennine. !f possible, and numerous 
stage requivites and seecie detail were disre 
garded io favor of simnlicity in form and col- 
or. This confilet of opinions is still go'tng on, 
vet ft is certain that the palm of victory will 
vo to that great dramatist. towering above all, 
in whom all expectations materialize, and who, 
as Hevrick Ibsen for a previous period repre- 
sents, fulfillment at present as well as the 
ploneer of the future. 

As 4 feature of practical stage management 
in latter venrs we find. leaving aside the In- 
Aispensable ‘hit’? and certain specialties of the 
erratic and ferecical kind, the systematic culti- 
vation of Shakespeare and of the German 
classics of the first and second order, and, at 
least on our leading literary stages, an effort 
toward a modern rendition of Schiller and the 
Great Pritain, as well as for Kleist and Heb- 
bel. We have not got beyond the experiment, 
chaos still reigns, yet the light of success is 
already gleaming in the distance, The friend 
of the dramatic stage who for decades saw the 
works of the heroes of our literature disre- 
garded for the notorious “‘light performances 
at classic prices.” miserable stage scenery and 
«illy operatic tinsel, may live in hopes that our 
father’s inheritance is to be preserved, that 
Schiller, Shakespeare and their classic fol- 
lowers will be to our stage as good and even 
better triumphs as the modern fads from the 
Thiergarten Quarters or from the Seine. 

The ever-changing picture of the theatrical 
season i) Berlin starts during the ciosing 
weeks of the summer, and in these very days. 
when the reins In tlie hands of the managers 
are still held quite loosely, this picture is per- 
haps more changing than at any other time. 
Out of personal consideration for authors, ac- 
tors and agents. or in order to dispose of incon- 
venlent obligations before the opening of the 
main season, all sorts of pleces are hurriedly 
rehearsed and played, only to disappear just 
as promptly. Thns the wishes of merited ar- 
tists may have induced the director of the 
Dentsches Theatre to try two of Grillparzer's 
plays. Talented Fraeulein Eibenschuetz, who 
has given Wedekind’s Wendla Bergmann a 
touchingly childlike impersonation  innumer- 
able times, was allowed to play the part of 
Hero, and to prove that ‘‘the superbly bean- 
tiful woman’’ was far beyond her dramati¢e 
abilities. Adele Sandman. as Medea, was per- 
mitted to revel in monumental poses. Graceful 
ss a native Geisha, Tilla  Durieux _ tripped 
lightly across the stage jin the Kammerspiele; 
Friederich Kavssler and Gertrnd Elsoldt in 
Kimiko and Terakoya, plays written by W. 
von Gersdorff after Japanese originals. wore 
the austere mask of unshakeable fealty that 
sacrifices the own child. Arno Holz’ twelve 
year old comedy, Sozialaristokraten, was played 
at the same theatre; amusing to those who know 
the living originals of the characters, it Is of 
no value to art, but its performance spared 
the director the qbligation to play Holz’ latest 
impossible work, Sonvenfinsterniss (Eclipse of 
the Sun). a tragic comedy with numerous ob- 
scure insinuations of incest and other crimes. 

Shakespeare’s King Lear was the first great 
play in Max Reinhardt’s latest theatrical ac- 
tivity, staged In a noble simplicity without 
any distracting or superfinous accessories. An 
unpleasant feature, however, was a_ sluggish- 
ness In declamation leeding to extended pauses 
and too much silent secting. The performance 
dragged from seven in the evening to long 
after midnight, and yet King Lear. with its 
endless acts of violence and abomination, with 
its countless defects In motives, not only ad- 
mits of, but even requires an impetuous recita- 
tion, a working ont of the climaxes in speech and 
action, becanse the endience must not be per 
mitted to become conscious or to criticise, but 
is rather to be swept along over cliffs and 
bluffs, captivated by the audacity of the poet's 
genius. The serntinizver is only too apt to 
find the holes in King Lear’s royal cloak. Char- 
acters such as the eve of the poet must have 
seen, and as they never walked truer over the 
stage of the Globe Theatre, were those given 
by Panl Wegener as Gloxter and Edward von 
Winterstein as Kent. Other parts were played 
by Helene Fehmder as Goneril, Harry Walden 
as Edger, Lucile Hoeflich as Cordelia. With 
adroit abbreviations and energetic hendling of 
the text a still greater success could have been 
attained at this German King Lear perform- 
ance. 

The manager of the Lessing Theatre, where 
hero Emanuel Striese maintained his ground 
with his Sabinerinnen to the present day, gave 
in view of Leo Tolstoi's eigchtieth birthday 
the Macht der Finsterniss (Power of Dark- 
ness), and the performance must be registered 
as unsurpassed. in naturalistic impersonation. 
As in the Dentsches Theatre, eight yeara ago, 
Albert Bassermann and Elsa Lehmann played 
the parts of the sinful old husband and wife: 
Akin was played by Emanuel Relicher, but 
not so touchingly and so naturally awkward 
as by his predecessor, Max Reinhardt. The 


event of the evening was Ida Wuest, whose 
Akulina surpassed even the rendition of this 
character on Stanislowski’s stage at Moscow 
and established her fame as one of the strong- 
est character players of the German stage. 

The Neue Theatre, which is trying to be- 
come the home of the French society play, 
gave after Erich Schlaikjer's comedy. Aus- 
serhalb der Gesselschaft (Outside of Society) 
the sixteen year old drama, Der Prinz d'’Aurec, 
by Hevry Lavedans, with Heinrich Schroth, 
Marie Reisenhofer, Herminie Reichenbach and 
Rudolph Christians in the cast. 

A society comedy instead of the usual farce, 
marked the onening of the season at the Resi- 
denz Theatre with creditable work done by 
Richard Alexander, Hedwig von Ostermann 
and Marie Dewal. 

At the Berlin Theatre the newcomers, Bern- 
auer and Karl Meinhardt, made their appear- 
ance in Freitag’s Journalisten, with Arnold 
Korff, of Vienna Hofburg and Fraeulein Serda 
n the leading parts. The evening following 
Grillparzer’s Troum ein Leben (Dream of 
Life) and Balzac’s Mercadet were given.

The leading part was taken by 
Miss Reingruber as Vroni and played with such 
a touch that she earned a still greater applause 
for her work, than in any previous season. 

As the season advances it is clearly seen that 
the directors of the various Vienna theatres 
failed to offer anything new to their patrons. 
It seems that they are afraid to bring anything 
on the stage, as long as they are not sure of 
good pecuniary returns, and therefore it is not 
surprising that Vienna loses its prestige more 
and more as center of the dramatic and liter- 
ary world. 

In celebration of the eightieth birthday of 
Count Leo Tolstoi, the eminent Russian writer, 
the Burg Theatre offered the sensational drama, 
Anna Karenia, which was well received by the 
audience, although the new actors did not do 
aus well as might be expected.

The opening of the season at the Deutsche 
Volks Theatre presented, as always, a novelty, 
the comedy, Verkannt, by Gaston Gevore, but 
this ‘play found little enthusiasm and soon van- 
ished from the stage.

Dan Costello is an encyclopedia of circus 
reminiscences. He possesses a good memory, 
and, though growing a little feeble, he doos 
not like to admit that he is very old. He 
trained ponies for Bonheur Rros. all last win 
ter, and traveled with their railroad show 
through Wyoming in the summer. During that 
trip he frequently asserted that he quit the 
cirens business in 1877 to seek gold in the 
Black Hills. J. R. Bonheur was press agent 
for the show and visited Deadwood and Lead to 
bill the show for August 29. By a curious co- 
incidence, only a few days before, the Dead 
wood Daily Pioneer Times reproduced the first 
picture ever taken in Deadwood, showing Dan 
Costello and Mrs. Dan in the foregreund. The 
editor of the Pioneer presented J. R. Ronheur 
with a copy of the picture and informed him 
that Costello was one of the happy recollec 
tions of the old-timers—before civilization 
spoiled everything. Costello was in Deadwood 
for about two years, came there ‘‘dead broke,”’ 
they said, from nobody knew where, and left to 
go back to his old love—the cirens. The last au 
thentic account of him was obtained when some 
of the old-timers saw him at Pillings, in 1882, 
where he and W. C. Coup were running Bar 
num & Bailey's Circus. 

He then dropped out of sight, and the old 
timers were inclined to be skeptical when 
J. R. Bonheur told them that Dan Costello, the 
famous clown of olden days, the prince of good 
fellows, the adventurer ‘and traveler, was coming 
with Bonheur Bros.’ Show, and would be in 
Lead and Deadwood once more. 

**Aw, that’s not our Dan Costello,”’ they said 
“Why, he was a middle-aged man thirty years 
ago. 

“This man Is over eighty,"’ said the showman, 
and then the old-timers began to sit up and 
take notice. The stories agreed; the pieces 
matched. He had hit the trail for his old stamp- 
ing grounds. Dan Costello was a circus clown 
with Rice; he paced the sawdust almost from 
his earliest recollections. At the time he crossed 
the continent with the Barnum Show in "69, he 
stopped in Salt Lake City for thirty-one days, 
and left there after giving up ten per cent of 
his profits, with a neat little balance of $31,000 
in his vest pocket. In "77 he went to the Black 
Hills “‘strapped,"’ and engaged for a couple of 
years in various mining enterprises. Some people 
say he owned a share in the old Racine mill, the 
first in Lead—a custom plant which treated 
some of the first ore ever taken out of the Golden 
Star. Others say he had nothing to do with It 
and that his enterprises were all small ones an! 
not especially profitable. He was well known 
then as an old circus man, but after he left 
Lead nothing was heard of him until "S82, and 
once again he was in sight. He was supposed 
to be dead, but the story goes that during al! 
these years of silence he was in Algiers, training 
Arabian horses. It meant a great deal to Den 
Costello to go back to the Hills with RBonheuw 
Bros.’ Show, io return to the town that he bad 
not seen for thirty years; to go on a Pullman 
into the country which he had once entered with 
a pack train. It is doubtful if anything in his 
life ever brought to him so vividly the passa: 
of time and the ‘urry of events In this mod 
world as the sight of the twentleth century 
Deadwood, which he knew only as a ragged hit 
of a mining camp on the outskirts of the worl!

HOW HE STUDIED THE DEVIL. 


How George Arliss, who is the Devil in Harri 
son Grey Fiske’s production of the world-famous 
Hungarian comedy at the Belasco Theatre. 
studied the part is of surpassing interest to all 
serious minded followers of the art of acting 
No performance of recent years has awakened 
discussion at the subtle and magnifi 
cently-detailed impersonation of Mr. Arliss In 
The Devil, and in the Theatre Magazine the 
actor tells as follows how he conceived and 
formulated his idews of the part: 

“TI trust that my friends know that I have 
not many qualities in common with the devil, 
so that I have not found my model for the im- 
personation in myself. It happens that I have 
known a great many persons of extreme type. 
My father was in the publishing business a 
hlock from the Rritish Museum, which is, you 
know, the largest library in the world. There 
flocked about that part of the city strange men. 
men of talents and gifts, but who through Il 
ness or some defect of character, often through 
love of drink, had failed im life. They were 
men who should have been successes, but tn- 
stead they were failures. I got my devil from 
among these men. 

“The man was poor. He earned his living 
with his pen, but he worked as little as possl- 
ble. He was not a very bad man, but I am 
not sure that he would not have been one bad 
he had occasion or opportunity. He was very 
lean, as nearly bodiless as it was possible for 
a man to be and live. I wanted to convey the 
impression of the man being almost fleshless, 
and while I was thinking of this the picture of

this man whom I had known as a boy came 
back to me. The man was of exceedingly quiet 
manners. I have copied bis manner as I have 
his physical appearance, for I conceived that 
that was the only sort of devil that would 
have any influence with the people in Molnar’s 
play. They are persons in society, and that

I received the play early in July, 
I brought it back with me from the other 
side. We came back on a slow steamer. Jt was 
very empty, and I had most of one side of the 
lower deck to myself. I had the feeling I must 
always have when I am studying a part, of 


persons 


being oauite alone. I like best to be In the 
country, or at least in a room quite alone. 
When one is studying a part he creates a 
world of his own, and any intrusion of the 
other world, his real world, is a shock. It 
makes him self-conscious. He has to begin 
again at the beginning.’’

HERE are multitudes of us who wonder as 
to the genus homo of the one who can 
make, break, mar or star an actor— 
who by a dozen words can enable the 
manager to buy automobiles or send the 

production to a store house. What is this 
power-vested creature, this czar, potentate, eall 
him what you will, only speJjl it C-R-1I-T-I-C. 

Each of you recall one or another opening 
night—how you were impressed—laughed or 
cried—every one else did the same. On the way 
home you felt glad you had seen the greatest 
star of the age. It was a distinction to be one 
of the throng that applauded. 

The next day’s paper gave you an intellectual 
bump. Line by line your idea of your hero 
star was torn to pieces—personality, conception, 
m:ke-up and acting were thumb-screwed by the 
critic. 

Then you wonder the why of it all. Incident- 
ally vou might wonder what the actor thinks. 

You try to fathom just what sort of an abnor- 
mality this critic being really is; what he 
looks like: what he thinks like when obsessed 
by ‘‘duty.’’ Of course the actor, many times, 
precludes the idea of anything but mental aber- 
ration when estimating the critic. 


The actor believes the critic his foresworn 
enemy. On the other hand the critic, at least 
many of them, charges the actor with ingrati- 
tude, and other things that made Webster de- 
fine abomination. The actor disagrees with the 
critic; oftentimes the publie with the critic; and 
more frequently yet the critic with the critic. 
And it is this mass of irreconcilable opinion 
thet makes a criticism of the critie timely. 

A prominent actor in recently summing up 
the merit and worth of the eritic blandly re 
marked, “‘They are a lot of damn fools;’’ and 

"ll go on record as vouchsafing this to be a 
pretty general estimate of the actorial opinion. 

Against this, balance the statement that 
critics lay stress to their claim of being broad 
minded, their years of association with things 
the.tric, their hobnobbing with live issues of 
the day, their period of research, their esti- 
mate knowledge of things that are, are not, or 
ought to be. These are the angles—tear loose 
your own tangent. You'll find the solution a 
theatrical pons asinorum, 

Were the average actor to draw a sketch of 
the critic it would be a curious combination of 
tainted ink and warped imagination. Tack on 
a splenetic humor, dyspeptic reasoning and the 
picture is drawn, 


Why is the critic different from other mor 
tals? 
Is he? 


Suppose you judge 

1 selected ten of New York’s most noted 
crities, to each put a request for an interview 
— seal of a two-cent stamp and got my note 
ook ready. 

Whatever you do in New York let Uncle Sam 
belp you break the ground. From the ten I re 
ceived eight replies within thirty hours. Grant 
then, that the critic is not so inaccessible as 
popular theory charges. Three of the responses 
were in person at my office, four set appoint 
ments, the other asked for more details, as his 
time was limited. Oh, yes, another one. This 
critic came to the office, asked what the fuss 
was about, and on being told merely mentioned. 
The mention was to the effect that time with 
him was money and how much time did I think 
I might be in need of. I thought twice and 
determined to unscrew the Waterbury. Outside 
of that and a few other little things, the more 
anon, the task of criticizing a critic afforded 
much pleasantness. 

The subject of the interview was the ‘Critic 
as related to the actor."’ It was interesting in 
the tell as well as in my observation of the 
teller. It should be equally interesting to the 
actor, as he will not get probably his first 
insight into the critie as a real human being. 
Hie may study at close range the personal im- 
pression made on one who viewed both subject 
and talker without prejudice, with nothing to 
gain, nothing to lose, no object other than 
honest effort to focus the spotlight on every 
angle of the critic’s intelligence; to search the 
motive, to ascertain the fitness, study the per 
sonality, to test the qualities that fit one man 
to condemn, malign or laud the endeavor of an 
other. - 

You know the critie merely by the ear marks 
of language; you follow blindly the trail he 
blazes. He dictates—you scumper along under 
penalty of acknowledging ignorance should you 
dissent. How many critics can you point to on 
the street and say, ‘‘I know him.’’ How many 
times has a play been ruined for you by a 
Snoring man at your elbow—and did you know 
that that man was a critic? 

Do you know the critic in fiesh and blood—the 
one that declined an invitation to your club 
because he may have to mingle with the actor, 
another who accepts the invitation for just 
this purpose, still another who says the actor is 
an ingrate, and yet another who likens the actor 
to a bit of machinery? 

These are types, and you are to meet them 
here. All critics worship at the shrine of im- 
personality—at least they claim to—and it 
isn’t always you catch them winking the other 
eye. Are they as unbiased as they claim, are they 
devoid of the petty jealousies, the vanity, the 
egotism that is part and parcel of humanity? 

If what follows is tipped with bitterness, 
or with pleasantries that stingeth not: if there 
is censure or a jolly good word, forget it all 
Mister Critic, remember that for this one little 
minute you are standing now on the hinder side 
of the footlights. The other fellow has your 
job. ‘‘First act!’’ yells the call boy.

It may or may not be an advantage to have once 
been an actor. I personally think that there is 
more intelligent criticism of pleys than of 
players.

It would take a Calendar full of 
appointments to get this man’s full measure, 
inat is to grasp the details of his personality. 
Un the Pacitiec Coast, Mr. Stevens incubated the 
germ of criticism. He created a vogue that 
urove terror to an actor's heart, and it nearly 
closeq several of the leading theatres. Why? 
Because mercenary Wanagers pawled of nifty 
cent attractions at two-doilar prices and Steven 
told them sv. 

A manager invited a good notice from Stevens, 
mentioning as an inducement a Lem over at. 
it made a bully story—of course, Stevens pub- 
iished the letter. Once a stock actor of de- 
cided talent, essayed Hamlet. Stevens roasted 
the venture to an empty house result. lle was 
sincere and wasn’t even swayed by the fact 
that the actor was his own brotuer. When 
Stevens said a play was good the public be- 
ileved. 990 

When Stevens said, ‘‘Here’s a great singer. 
and pointed Tetrazzini out of a cheap italian 
troupe, the world said “‘Amen: and Hammer 
stein yses three fountain pens to write ber one 
salary check. ‘This is Ashton Stevetis. Aud 
you know less now than at tie beginning if 
you get to know Stevens’ warm, cordial person 
‘ality you'll find him one of the realest ever. 
Of course he’s not solely responsible for 
being a Californian. He taiks tluently and 
entertaingly on anything except shop. He ee

Strongest Opposition to the Theatrical Attrac- 
tions in Milwaukee 


Unbiased Review of Amusement Conditions in the Cream 
City---Also Reviews and Forecasts of the Situation in 


Several Other Cities 


HE close of the year marks one of Mil- 
waukee’s best and busiest theatrical 
years, yet the falling off of receipts, or 
to be more accurate, the small receipts 
only go to show that this is no theatre 

town. For some peculiar reason or other Mil- 
waukee is not as fond of the drama as it should 
be. To answer the question why, is a dif- 
ficult matter. But the fact remains that none 
of the houses here do the business they would 
in other cities with the same high-class stand- 
ard of performances, always maintained. In 
Chicago, for instance, seldom a night passes 
but every theatre has a splendid house. There 
are always exceptions, of course. And some 
people—some critic here may say, ‘‘O, yes, 
they fill the house with paper there and try to 
make believe that each visitor clinks the coin 
on the box-office window, first.””. Take in De- 
troit, Minneapolis, St. Paul; go farther West 
and watch the Denver crowds pack the theatres 
nightly; go to Salt Lake City and see the good 
vatronage accorded; go to Spokane, Seattle, 
Portland. Tacoma, where you'll find in front of 
each house, at 7:30 every night, a line of en- 
thusiastic theatregoers that will extend a block 
long. 

I don’t speak much about the East, because 
1 know more about the Middle West and Coast. 
But, somehow or other, the average Milwan- 
kean Cares more to stay at home and smoke his 
pipe and drink his beer than to see Mantell, or 
a musical show or any attraction, whatever. 
Nowadays, here, each theatre has a regular 
cHentele of patrons. They can expect them 
every week and can count on so much. Conse- 
quently, they figure their expense accounts ac- 
cordingly and manage to keep above board. 

Really, though, and many who read _ this 
who've been in Milwaukee, who've played here 
and who've booked it in advance, will agree 
with me, I think, the strong conservative Ger- 
man element, which forms seventy-five per 
cent. of the population here, dislikes paying 
seventy-five cents or a dollar once or twice a 
week, even though the mental benefit is a 
thousand times greater. It’s Milwaukee, Mil- 
waukee’s German and even though I’ve lived 
bere nearly all my life, I have yet to see the 
day when Milwaukee people will appreciate the 
patience of the long-suffering theatre man- 
agers and the excellent service and productions 
they’ve been offered at nominal prices. If 
they moved them into some other city for one 
week and then were moved back here, their 
dramatic inertia would fade, and managers here 
would make superhuman efforts to improve con- 
ditions here and please them. 

This isn’t intended as an ode to the managers 
here, by any means. It’s the frank opinion 
about conditions here of one who has been to a 
certain extent, in close touch with both manager 
and public and the judgment has been entirely 
- unbiased. 

Incidentally the day of the ‘Johnnie’ has 
passed in Milwaukee. There was the time not 
so long ago when, after the show, a string 
of them would be loitering around the stage 
entrance Perfumed prudes, they were, and 
they spent papa’s money in a care-free manner. 
So, why blame the chorus girl—she who's life 
is hard enough and filled with furrows enough 
to make the pampered daughter of the rich a 
ft emblem for a mummy's shroud—why blame 
her for taking a little needed recreation, oc- 
casionally. 

sefore starting out on the review of the 
houses, let me add a word about the “S. A.” 
Club. It was a small organization formed of 
hewspaper men and actors last summer during 
the summer stock season. It was very limited 
as to membership. The lest member to apply 
for admittance was Mrs. Boyle, of the Royle 
tock Company, and she was refused—because 
the eligible list was filled. The members of 
the club were Morris McHugh, now playing 
at the College in Chicago. with pretty but mar- 
tied Thais Magrane; “‘Bill’”’ Reed Dunroy, the 
poet-manager, who ran the Shubert here, and 
who used to go to school under W. J. Bryan’s 
orders; Severin De Dynt, leading man _ with 
the Boyle Stock, and now in the East; L. C. 
Fox, a Milwaukee Sentinel reporter. These 
were the charter members. And if McHugh 
or De Dyne or Dunroy sees this, I belleve many 
a happy hour spent where life and laughter 
was rife—in the “‘S. A. "’ club-room—will come 
back to them. : 

All they did was to converse on old stage 
Stories and talk reminiscently and discuss the 
“game’’ in the U. S., and how the West was 
picking up.

It 
seems the Journal raised its theatrical adver- 
tising rates so high that managers felt they 
could not quite afford to advertise as much as 
usual. 

Then, one night the Journal came out with 
its hammer, knocking, especially hard, the Ma- 
estic, because it was a new undertaking here.

world. Uerbert C. Duce is one of these. He is 
the manager of the Garrick Theatre and the 
western representative of the Messrs. Shubert. 
He always does his own press work. and he 
has done some of the best that has been seen 
in Chicago in many years. Mr. Duce was for- 
: merly a newspaper man, and he stepped from 
; the city editor’s desk to the publicity end of 
5 the show business and his rise has been rapid.

“This little paragraph was picked up by the 
San Francisco papers and reviewed editorially 
by them, and also by many other newspapers inp 
the United States. I had to dig up a minis 
terial looking billposter by the name of Hawk 
ins, to stand for the Rev. John Henry Charleton 
and a young lady in ‘Frisco who satisfied the 
interviewers as te the authenticity of the mar 
riage. There vever were any burglars by the 
names of Spike Hennessey and Kid MeCoy, and 
the parts were always played by whatever prop 
ertyman and carpenter happened to be witb 
the show.’’ 

There are two dramatic critics in Chicago who 
have done some very good press work in their 
time. Charles W. Collins, dramatic editor of 
the Inter-Ocean, was connected with the New 
Theatre, and was able to get much publicity 
for the enterprise It so happened that Victor 
Mapes thought the big fight scene in The Spoilers, 


by Rex Beach, was too brutal for the New 
Theatre stage. Rex Beach thought differently, 
and the controversy between the two, having 
been tipped off to the city editors, grew into a 
fine big lot of publicity. There was a basis 
of fact in the story, but every one thought it 
was all cooked up by Mr. Collins, and his fame 
as a press agent grew in leaps and bounds 
Another time when Mr. Collins was doing some 
work for William Vaughn Moody, the author 
of The Great Divide, another press story broke 
loose, and it created a sensation The night 
it was first produced at the Garrick Theatre 
under the title of The Sabine Woman, by Mar 
garet Anglin, the curtain was held for forty 
minutes, while the actress and the author had 
a heated discussion over rights. City editors 
fell for this with avidity, while it was thought 
by many that it -was done for newspaper ef 
fect. It was not, but Mr. Collins agai: 
ceived the congratulations of his friends for his 
clever work. Perey Hammond, dramatic editor 
of the Chicago Evening Post is also the press 
agent for the Grand Opera House. and he has 
gained much attention in the public prints for 
the attractions and stars that appear that 
well-known playhous Mr. Hammond d not 
seek for sensationalism, but presents dignified 
Stories to the newspapers, and interesting lit 
erary productions for the perusal of the pub 
lic. 

Those who take notice of such things, will 
recall that some very good press work las 
been coming from the Studebaker Theatre dur 
ing the past nine years. In all that time the 
“name of Davis has been on the payroll, oppo 
site the name ‘“‘press agent.’ First it was 
Harry Davis, who has since become a manager 
and is on the read Now it is his brother. 
George Ade Davis, who, by the way s a 
nephew of George Ade, the humorist and play 
wright. George Ade Davis, was named while 
George Ade was in college, so it was ho press 
work on the part of the young press agent that 
induced him to take the name. Mr. Davis, ts 
one of the youngest press agents in the busi 
ness, but he is a very wise one, and he has 
furnished some very goed copy. Mr. Davis 
was once the dramatic editor on a morning 
newspaper in LaFayette, Ind. This is reveal 
ing the past, but it is, nevertheless, true. Once 
upon a time, an advance man blew into La 
Fayette, and did not have time to do his work 
He found young Mr. Davis and told him he 
would pay him the munificent sum of $15, if 


he would do the

Young Davis jumped at 
once that if there was 

y as that in the show business, he 
believed he would like to get some of it He 
came to Chicago, did cub newspaper work here 
and there until his brother left the Stude 
baker, and then he stepped in and has been 
on the job all the time ever since. One of his 
brightest and best bits of work, was to send 
out those famous cheer-up rules by Fritzl 
Scheff. These were copied in all papers all over 
the country and brought the prima donna busb 
els of letters from people who tried the rules. 
and immediately felt better. 


Henry A. Guthrie, who Is connected with the 
Martin & Emery enterprises, is one of the 
younger press agents of Chicago, who has won 
his spurs. Mr. Guthrie was at one time back 
with Parsifal, in English, the play that has 
made Messrs. Martin and Emery rich It was 
when Frau Cosima Wagner was kicking up 4 
terrible row over royalties and rights and se 
forth, that the show was making its way into 
New Orleans. Mr. Guthrie ran across a Ger 
man traveling salesman, who bore all the dis 
tinguishing marks of a foreign emissary of Frau 


Wagner. The matter was broached to the trav 
eler, and be consented to play a part. Upon 
arrival at New Orleans, the pompous German 
hied him to the theatre and notified the man 
ager that he was the personal representative 
of Fran Wagner, and that he had come to 
stop the performance of the piece unless * 
large wad of royalties was turned over to him 
on the instant. Soon all was turmoil and ex 
citement. Newspaper reporters flocked around 


and the New Orleans newspapers fairly bristled 
with interviews, and the show got more free 
advertising than a newly discovered affinity 
Needless to say, the matter was finally amicably 


settled, and the play was put on, to great 
business. 

Will Reed Dunroy, who has been doing press 
agenting ‘“‘stunts’’ for the past year or so, has 
won a little niche for himself in that Ume 
as a publicity getter Said Mr. Dunroy: 
think the very best piece of press work 1 ever 
did was to get William Jennings Bryan to 
send me to the University of Nebraska. It was 
good for me, at least. 1 have never been 
guilty of putting up any great sensation, but 
it so happend that I was in Springfield, Ill, 
during the race riots down there, and A Broken 
Idol was trying to compete with the riots ip 
gaining publicity. 1 combined the two, and 
managed to break into the newspapers from 
Springfield to the remotest corners of the coun 
try with some quite readable stuff. Later on 


when Rev. Henry Knott, had signed up all con 
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tracts for his eycle of plans with the aid of 
Messrs. Martin and Emery, I had the minister 
get up in his pulpit one Sunday morning ‘in 
Ravenswood and announce to the world that he 
had decided to break into the limelight. Well, 
he broke in all right. The next morning the 
Chicago Tribune and the Inter-Ocean fell for 
front page stories, and all the other Chicago 
papers displayed the story beautifully. The as 
sociated press jumped in and helped, and from 
that time on, the publicity game for the preacher 
playwright was easy.’’ 


Fred C, Elert#, manager of the Great Nortn 
ern Theatre, is a man who has been doing good 


press work for his theatre for several yeurs, 
without any fuss or flurry. He puts over some 
good yarns every once in awhile. One time, 
when Bonita was in town for a long run, he 
got busy and planted a nice feature story 
about a “‘Female Fire Fan."’ Bonita was pho 
tographed riding to a fire with a Chicago fire 
team, and again at the fire where she did 
yoewoman service in extingnishing the flames. 
Richard J. Finnegan, who is employed on the 
Chicago Journal, has done some very interest 
ing work for the Princess Theatre, and also 
for the Lasalle Theatre. Mr. Finnegan con 
fines his work, for the most part to rontine 
stuff, which after all, is considered, in these 
days, very eTective. Richard Henry Little, who 
writes humorous stories for the Sunday Record

hotel is given publicity. Billposters and their 
locals “are diservingly noticed, but who even 
heard of the porter on an advertising car ever 
getting even a shadow from the spot light? 
No one ever hears of him and about the only 
time that he is permitted to get chesty is ia 
the early spring when The Billboard publishes 
the roster of the car and he finds he is with 
it. by reading the list of billposters, lithograph- 
ers and bannermen and at the tail end of the 
list finding “Bill Backell, paste-maker.’’ For 
nearly two seasons I was paste-maker at por- 
ter’s wages or porter at paste-maker’s wages. 
1 have never been able to decide which, but 
am convinced that one who is either is both. 
and mind my promot to ‘“‘tack spitter,’’ as 
billposters call bannerman, I cannot help but 
feel sorry for my successor. If I were asked 
to define the duties of a porter on an adver- 
tising car I should answer by simply saying do- 
ing everything no one else on the car will do. 
Be a ‘“‘Patsey’’ from early morning until the 
routes are all out, a asey’’ until they are all 
in and a “fall guy’’ until bed time. 

With a crew of twenty billposters to find 
fault with the paste, a boss billposter who ex- 
pects you to stay up all night to prevent the 
men from using up all the drinking water, to 
wash out their overalls and a car manager who 
says, ‘“‘Never you mind how many routes there 
are tomorrow, you just make all your paste 
barrels full; I'll take eare of the routes, it’s 
no excursion."’ I'll bet I've walked twenty 


miles in a day carrying water for paste and 


able 


then took a Turkish bath as I stood over the 
barrels cooking it, only to have the car ——_ 
tell me the only snap on the car was making 
paste. I have tried to find out the average life 
of a car porter and when I asked the car man 
ager, he replied:: ‘‘Never heard of one dying. 
They generally are killed with kindness,’’ 

as t was many miles away from home I had to 
make him think I believed what he said. Of 
course there is no oceasion for a car porter to 
be a car porter all his life, there are plenty of 
opportunities for him to better himself. Good 
billposters, lithographers and bannermen are 
always in demand. I was told all this stuff 
when I joined out and was waiting for my 
chance. It came one day when I had my paste 
all made up, dates clipped, car cleaned and 
heralds stamped up by noon and asked the boss 
billposter if he would take me out on the 
town wagon and let me ‘‘dope up” for him. I 
never saw him so agreeable before or since, as 
he said, ‘‘Sure Bill, come along and I'll make 
a billposter out of you."’ Believe me I never 
wet my brush all that afternoon. 


All I did was carry water for the men, and 
as they put up over 2,000 sheets before dark, I 
carried some. I id not dare rebel or I never 
would get the chance to go out again. About 
two weeks later the boss billposter took me 
out again and this time he did let me dope up, 
and hang a few one-sheet dates. I was feeling 
goml that night and could imagine myself giving 
seven high in a week. Then was knocked to 
pieces when the car steward called me to one 
side and said: ‘‘Bill, you're all right and I'd 
like to see you be a billpester, but before you 
go out again you must get your card. 
mind your work on this car.’’ 

It’s a good thing I did not have heart failure 
or it would have been all off with me. You can 
make it the one best bet that 1 was soon bor- 
rowing the car manager’s ear. No knock, un- 
derstand me, but I wanted to see where I got 
off. He listened and made me feel better when 
he said “Bill, you go out as often as you can 
on the wagon and you have thirty days before 
being compelled to go in the union. If, when 
the thirty days are up you want to be a bill- 
poster, I'll give the steward the money to put 
you in.” 

That settleq it, for what the old man said 
went on that ear, but before a week was up I 
ealled on the carpet and this is the noise 
I heard “I want you to go on banners. Get 
a porter to take your place and as soon as he is 
to do it then I'll put you bannering.”’ 

That sounded and in as many 
days I had five near-porters. I never knew it 
wus such a responsible position until I 
what failure the others made out of it. It 
was not until we were in Norfolk that I

wus built like Sandow and was as thor- 

broke as any seaman who had drifted 
about Norfolk for two weeks could be. It was 
up to me to educate him and I did, assuming 
all the authority and dignity of a newly made 
bess and all the little things that I disliked 
to do myself before promotion, I thrust upon 
him with devilish pleasure. 

As I look beck now I can see clearer, that 
while the position of porter on an advertising 
ear may be a menial one and the very lowest 
rung in the ladder. it is none the less one of 
more responsibility than the dirt-begrimed, 
paste-bedaubed paste maker's appearance indl- 
cates. It is for him to keep up his end just 
as much as any other member of the crew. He 
need never look for any sign of appreciation 


for what he does, but can always be prepared to 
he called down for anything he fails to do. 
First of all he must please the car manager, 
who is always more or less of a crank, then he 
must eater to the boss bilJposter, who cam 
never be pleased and must be able to win the 
approval of a score of billpesters who have & 
beautiful way of blaming the porter for every- 


thing they fail to do themselves. No matter 
what is lost or misplaced the porter will 
be held responsible until he can _ locate 
it. Should a car box run_ hot no one is to 
blame but the porter. Failure to have wash 
water. drinking water, ice, soap, clean linen, 


clean towels, clean car, individual laundry, shoe 
brushes and polish, will bring down the wrath 
of the entire crew upon the porter no matter 
what good excuse he may have for his failure. 
Even a small daub of paste on the outside of 
a route barrel will cause a billposter to furnish 
the porter with a review of his ancesters for 
ten generations and for a porter to be dubed a 
“mutt.”’ ‘pin head’’ and ‘‘nit,’’ are mild, every- 
day pet names. If he wants to know just how 
far from human he is he wants to forget to 
have a billposter’s best suit pressed for a Sun- 
day in a big town after he has been requested 
to have it done. 

1 firmly made up my mind that if I ever 
was promoted, and on the square I never enter- 


tained strong hopes of advancement, that I 
would treat the porter at least as well as I 
would a good-bred dog, but I have failed. I 
don’t suppose he is any more that I was but 


if I was as bad as he is I don’t see how I es- 
caped being killed. Some of the men on the 
car consider him the best man that was ever 
on the car. At least they say so—and I sup 
pose I should say so to, but then I am preju- 
diced against both the job and the porter. 
Even now, that I am a full-fledged bannerman 
and have a union card and a contract for next 
season, I do not honestly believe that I am 
fully away from the job yet. Any little per- 
sonal matters or errands the car manager has 
to do he yells for “‘Bill’’ and then in a beautifal 


bull-con way will say: ‘Bill, you know how 
it is: I can trust you. You are onto the job, do 
this and do that and of course I do it. It’s 


not up to me to say let the porter do it. I’m 
bannerman, for I know the car manager well 
enough to know I'd be packing my trunk as 
soon as I said it.

Thanks te the rapid progress of 
this enlightened age, the ‘knocker’ and 
chronic fault-finder has been sent to the rear, 
and if his lips are opened to roast semeone, 
whom he is jealous of, the words are carried 
away on the wind and reach not the under- 
standing of anyone. Those of us who have 
been connected with The Billboard for years, 
can hold our heads up in pride, and expand our 
bosoms to the fullest extent, when we reflect 
on the fact that its unswerving policy has been 
to praise and not to condem. While it is 
true many wrongs have been rectified by its 
editorial condemnation of evils in the profession 
there never has been a time when its columns 
were used to give anyone a chance to vent their 
petty = or jealousy. Other newspapers have 
used their reading columns in order to in- 
@uence advertising patronage, and have tried 
to secure business by throwing the harpoon into 
some enterprise or person, and though they 
seemingly prospered for a time the end has 
always come quickly. What profit hath a man 
or woman, even though he or she should receive 
columns of praise in a newspaper in which his 
or her advertisement is carried when the read- 


ers know that this fullsome praise is practically 


aid for? And bow doth it hurt the man who is 
auled over the coals when every reader knows 
a glittering eulogy would follow this roast if it 
was paid for? Long may The Billboard prosper 
and it will just so long as its present policy 
is lived up to and if it ever should try to in- 
fluence business by attacks on people—well they 
— have to hire another boy in this little old 
own.

With nearly two score of 
amusement places in the city, not counting the 
moving picture parlors and other minor amuse- 
ment resorts, it wus feared that some of our 
Managers would sink during the depressed times 
but they did not. Now that business has re- 
sumed its old standard they are as happy as a 
proud father who bas been awaiting the birth 
of a son and heir and bas his anticipations 
realized.

‘ovember 17 he threw open the doors of the 
Philadelphia Opera House, completed in the 
most minute detail and we then saw that his 
flattering announcements were but vague things 
for this new amusement place is without doubt 
the most perfect structure in the world and 
beautiful beyond description. 
has been giving four performances a week of 
grand opera with the stars of the old world and 
with a chorus and orchestra that cannot be 
surpassed in Europe or America. 


Philadelphia has the proud distinction of hav- 
ing the oldest theatre in America within its 
confines. The Walnut Street Theatre, at Ninth 
and Walnut streets, was erected in 1808, so 
therefore this year, is rounding out its one 
bundredth anniversary. Although it has had 
Many changes ef management, its career has 
been one of profit and it is yet in the field to 
compete with its more youthful neighbors and 
still does a profitable business. 

Philadelphia also has something else it can 
brag about. The only permanently located min- 
strel company in the world has been giving per- 
formances here for over a quarter of a century 
and still piies up a big profit every year. Du- 
mont’s Minstrels now occupy the Eleventh St.

the present time. When motion pictures first 
took hold of the pulse of the Americzn people 


Mr. Lubin was one of the first to mannfacture 
motion picture machines and reels of pictures 
Like the gambler who stakes bis last penny on 
the turn of a card, Mr. Lubin surprised all his 
competitors by being lavish in his expenditures 
to secure the best of subjects for bis pictures. 
The result was that the firm of S. Lubin be 
came the largest manufacturers of moving pie 
tures in the country and soon had three of the 
largest studios in the country. For this branch 
of the business alone they now occupy a build 
ing five stories in height, the rent of which is 
$50,000 a year. His association with the mov 
ing picture exhibitions threw him into the field 
of theatricals about a year ago and then he 
showed his daring and nerve. The first place 
that he opened was so far in advance of the 
other places in this city that he secured all the 
patronage in that vicinity. It was a profitable 
move and soon he added other places, each one 
surpassing the preceding ones in beauty of 
decoration and cost of fitting up. The last 
place he fitted up here seems to be the limit. 
Lubin’s Palace on Market street cost nearly 


one hundred thousand dollars to fit up, has ao 
seating capacity of 900 and is now packed at 
all hours of the day and night. He was the 
first mar to see the trend of amusement towards 
cheap prices and big shows and at this place 
inaugurated the giving of first-class vaudeville 
performances in conjunction with the pictures 
and such vaudeville as he does give there. Head 
liners from every one of the big vaudeville 
houses of the country, with their salaries as 
much if not more than they get at larger thea 
tres, give a performance for a dime that looks 
as if it were worth a dollar. And in connec- 
tion with this might be mentioned a novelty 
in theatricals introduced by Mr. Lubin at this 
house, Performers who work this house do not 
play matinee and night performances on the 
same day. Half of the company work at the 
matinee and the other half at night, reversing 
this order in the latter part of the week. Pretty 
soft for the performer and looks like extrava 
gance on the part of the owner, but as Mr 
Lubin has doped this out everyone Is. benefitte 
by the arrangement. 

The performer having time for recreation 
does better justice to his work, the audiences 
are better pleased and that means more business 
for the owners of the places. Mr. Lubin owns 
and operates six theatres in this city as wel! 
as numerous others in the larger cities of the 
country. 

George Bothwell, manager for 8. Lubin, ts a 
likely fellow who wins you out by his unfailing 
good nature and his desire to throw oil on the 
troubled waters of life. Many of the novelties 
that have helped to make the theatrical end 
of the Lubin business a success were devised by 
George, even if he will say Nay Nay Pauline to 
this statement. After six or sixteen years of 
experience in another vaudeville house he came 
to this new enterprise when it needed good men 
and he is most assuredly deserving of credit 
for much of the success it has met with. 

Cc. Lee Williams, manager of the Grand Op 
era House, is so well known that there will 
be no use in springing the old cry of Hey Rube 
to tell his old friends that it is the same Lee 
who was such a power in the circus business up 
to a year ago. Safely berthed in a place where 
“soft lots’’ or “blow downs’’ never can come, 
he is showing us bow a bustling circus man can 
manage a theatre and make it a success. The 
Grand Opera House has a seating capacity of 
3.500 and it takes hustling to fill it and yet 
that is what Mr. Williams bas succeeded in do- 
ing since he assumed the management of the 
house. He likes Philadelphia, has made many 
new friends here and as all the circus men head 
for the lot where his show shop stands, as soon 
as they get in town, and have a long chat with 
Lee, he is perfectly happy and content. 

Frederic Nixon-Nirdlinger is the son of Sam 
uel F. Nixon, of the firm of Nixon & Zimmer- 
man, but he asks no odds on that account. At 
an early age in life he broke away from Pop 
and went into the theatrical business. He made 
a success out of his ventures before he af 
filiated with the Nixon and Zimmerman enter- 
prises. When Freddie bad made people sit up 
and take potice, he was coralled by the Nixon 
and Zimmerman interests and he is now general 
manager of all their road enterprises and is 
the manager of the Park and People's Theatres 
He is also a heavy stockholder in many Dill 
posting plants throughout the country and is the 
sole owner of the billposting plants in twenty 
towns in Pennsylvania and Ohio. He is @ 
fiend when it comes to work and can be found 
busy twenty hours out of the day. Up to this 
summer his one method of amusement was base 
ball, but since he took a trip across the pond he 
has become infatuated with the honk-honk ma 
chine and now takes great delight in speeding 
through the country in his fast automobile. 


The Kelly boys are well known to all theat 
rical people. They are the lessees and man 
agers of the National Theatre. How pleasant 


it is for brothers to dwell in unity, and that ts 
what Joe and Howard Kelly do. When their 
father, Thomas Kelly, died, he left the boys 
this theatre as a legacy and they have carried 
on the business ever since. They have a win 
ning popular price house and they never have an 
argument except as to who is the best shot or 
who can catch the most fish. As these points of 
difference never come up except in the good old 
summer time they do not interfere with the 
theatrical end : 

John Hart, the owner and manager of Hart's 
New Theatre, is one of our most interesting 
characters. When he assumed management of 
his own theatre he made up his mind that the 
way to achieve success was to get in close 
touch with his patrons and this he succeeded 
in doing so’ that they now swear by him. He ts 
a broad-minded, liberal, charitable citizen and 
his theatre is successful because he knows what 


the people of the neighborhood want and he 
gives it to them. Mr, Hart is a brilliant ora 
tor ang gives many lectures of travel during 


the winter the proceeds of which are given to 
charity. 

Frank Nirdlinger, manager of the Broad St 
Theatre, is one of those quiet young fellows that 
does things without saying much about it 
Reared in the theatrical business he has been 
successful because he went at every task with 
out any fuss or feathers, He ts always too 
ready to amicably adjust any difference that 
may arise and is known far and wide as 4 
peacemaker. You know the old adage about 
“Blessed are the peacemakers."” Well, Frank 
is one of those fellows and therefore will get bls 
deserts, if not here, in the next stopping place 
With William C. Wetherill he publishes the 
programs of the Nixon and Zimmerman thea 
tres, and this publication is a model of typo 
graphical excellence ang very profitable. 

Although a comparative stranger within our 
gates, Walter Sanford, the new manager of the 
Lyric and Adelphi Theatres, has already won 
enough friends to have them vore bim the free 
dom of the city. Coming from the bounding 
West to the narrow East, he feit at first that 
he might get the icy mitt from our people, but 
he didn’t and he is happy. : 

Grant Laferty, manager of the Chestnut 5! 
Theatre, where the Orpheum Players have been 
giving performances for fourteen months with 
out a stop, is a graduate from the vaudevill: 
school, having been connected with the Keith 
theatres for many years. When he was promot 
ed to the management of this theatre there was 
a far-away look In the eyes of many pessimists 
who look for evil while wishing people luck 
That be knew his business was proven by the 
way he jumped in on his job and as the theatre 
and stock productions have been the biggest king 
of artistic and financial successes, be is happy 

Elias and Koenig, managers of the Casino 
Theatre and also heavily interested In the Wal 
nut Street Theatre, are to business men whe 
have met with success In the theatrical bus!

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THE VAUDEVILLE ARTIST 


And His Relations With Theatre Managers and 
Booking Agents 


Incidents Cited Showing the Unnecessary Perversity of 
Both Factions Upon Occasion and a Means Suggested 
Toward the Permanent Harmonizing of Affairs. 


ANY of the profession wonder greatly, 

at times, at the attitude of managers 

in general towards artists on the vau- 

deville stage. Some managers seem to 

be imbued with a ‘“‘grouch’’ for every 
act that enters their house, and always seem 
to have a chip on their shoulder ready for some 
adventurous spirit to brush it off. Others are 
unusually affable toward a minor act, while the 
stars are the object of abuse. To the uninitia- 
ted this appears peculiar, but the close observer 
of circumstances can readily see the apparent 
cause of this attitude, and make some mental 
apologies for the strained relations. 

The fact is, some previous performers have 
in some way endeavored to hold up the mana- 
ger, and learning by experience, he promptly 
arrays himself against the whole profession; or, 
on some former occasion, the stars referred to 
nave endeavored to monopolize ‘‘the spot light’’ 
in an offensive way, and the manager, wise in 
his generation, is only awaiting their return 
engagement to hand back a treatment which he 
considers conducive to lessening their sense of 
their own importance. 

The vaudeville performers have an excellent 
organization, or a union established for their 
mutual protection, and embodying principles 
which are necessary to their very existence. 
Without it they would be at the mercy of bhook- 
ing agencies without scruples, and managers 
still worse. The booking agencies, many of 
them, are operating simply for excessive profits, 
and if the performer is uninitiated he will find 
that he has signed a contract for seemingly 
five per cent. commission, but which later turns 
out to be fifteen or twenty. The extra per- 
centage is the charges of several successive 
agencies through whose hands the performer's 
application has passed. One act on the United 
Rooking time was last season subjected to a 
percentage of seventeen and one-half per cent. 
Three different agencies figured in the division 
of commission, and the act, which was a large 
one, had but little cash to handle after ex- 
penses were paid. This, of course, was pre- 
posterous, but it was better than lying idle. 
The opposition had been ‘‘squashed,’’ and if no 
black-list was in evidence, the spirit was ap- 
parent, and, as a general rule, performers were 
only too glad to return to the remaining agen- 
ey at the latter's terms. 

Then, again, long jumps, needless in almost 
every case, are often given the artist. A for- 
eign troupe of acrobats, a stellar act with some 
fifteen members, and now touring the country. 
signed for a season’s engagement with one of 
the largest booking agencies in the world. 
Three hundred dollars a week, or about twenty 
dollars each, was a princely remuneration in 
their own land, and they were engaged for that 
sum. American teams of four and five gener 
ally receive more than that with a commission 


gmmof five per cent., but the poor, unsophisticated 


nd then unenlightened manager signed for this 
im, and two agencies, in addition to the one 
mtracted with promptly dug into the foreign- 
ers’ pockets for five per cent. each, making a 
total commission of some fifteen per cent. Then 
they were jumped from Boston to a point in 
Michigan, eating up almost half their salary. 
From there they journeyed to Philadelphia, and 
80 on, whereas, if the booking agency was co- 
operating with the performer, short jumps 
could be easily arranged. As it was, the agen- 
cy simply took care of a vacancy, regardless 
of expense or trouble to the performers. 

The vaudeville alliance or organization has 
tended to eliminate these methods of dealing 
with its members, but its strength and solidity 
is too often used as a “big stick’? with which 
to club managers into submission. It is a la- 
mentable fact that many use their membership 
as a means of forcing a manager to set aside 
his strictest rules, or at least they endeavor so 
to do. Small wonder the manager is sore on 
the rest. 

At one of the houses in a certain city, as 
also in every house on the circuit, there exists 
a rule that money shall be paid only on termin- 
ation of contract; that is, at the end of the 
last performance. Treasurers are instructed to 
advance money only in extreme cases. Now 
there also exists in New York City a gentleman 
of wealth. whose sole object is to present large 
“sight’’ acts, consisting of a few songs, catchy 


steps and light music, the electrical effects, 
colorings and costumes really being the key- 
stone that holds the audience. He has also 


several playlets on the road which have been 
running some years. All his companies are 
started out with railroad fares, and the man- 
ager of each is handed a goodly block of 
printed I. O. U.’s. When the manager of the 
company arrives in a city he finds he has no 


money to start with. He is obliged to mail 
every week the amount left after deducting 
salaries and expenses. Therefore, after a 


few shows have passed he is obliged to ask for 
mouey from the treasurer or the manager, 
whichever of the two have the authority, the 
responsibility varying on the different circuits. 
In this case, one of the playlets was being pre- 
sented and was billed as the headline act. 
Twelve hundred dollars per week was the price 
of the act. When the manager of the company, 
who was also the star, appeared at the treasur- 
er’s office in the middle of the week, he tossed 
in a printed slip, marked I. Q. U. $600, flicked 
the ashes from hi. cigarette, and calmly asked: 
“Can I have it in small bills?” For answer, the 
treasurer dug up his contract and displayed 
the ‘‘salary on termination of contract’’ clause. 
The manager was furious. ‘Never happened 


before; an imposition,’’ ete., ete. The next 
day he appealed to the house manager. fol- 
lowing him about from place to place, until the 


manager, in despair. asked the treasurer to 
strain a point. The three met. The treasurer 
explained if the money was absolutely neces 


sary to the appearance of the act that he would 
pay it. Could the road manager show necessity ?

That managers are not entirely heartless when 
approached in the right spirit is evinced by the 
many times they cut off one and two perform 
ances for an act in order that they may arrive 
in time at another point after a long jump. Of 
course, the booking agency in this case wil) 
make good by substituting another act, or pay 
ing for a substitute foreign to their authority 
but it is not obligatory for the manager to do 
so, and sometimes diminishes the receipts when 
a star act is released. 


Artists, even with their large salaries, often 
‘“‘go broke,’ and have to depend upon the kind 
heartedness of managers to see them through 


In this instance the act was a s} ecialty by a 
toe dancer. She had been to great expense ‘pv 
securing unusually costly costumes, changing 
several times. She was taken sick, and when 
she was ready to appear again her spare cash 
was all consumed. She was obliged to give an 
order for ber first week's full salary to the cos 
tumer, and the booking agency promised to wait 
until the next week for her commission of $20, 
Stating that she could use this for her minor 
expenses. Through some oversight the booking 
agency failed to send word ahead to this effect 
After a strenuous week, in which she cut every 
expense to the limit, the lady appeared before 
the treasurer to collect her mite of twenty dol 
lars. She was told it was reserved for the book 
ing agency, and that the rest had been paid on 
an order that undoubtedly bore her signature 
The young lady burst into tears. It was too 
much for the nervous little thing after her long 
trial of misfortunes. ‘But, sir, I have only two 
dollars, my maid is unpaid, and I can not make 
ny next jump. If 1 only had that twenty dol 
lars commission, as I was promised, I could 
get along some way.’’ The treasurer wasn't a 
brute, and it was plain to see her emotion was 
not simulated. He called for the wanager. A 


discussion of the matter soon led to the belief 
that twenty dollars wouldn't break the house 
and it would do a world of good to the young 


lady. So the money was produced in exchange 
for her I. O. U., and she departed, the most 


delighted little woman in the world, clasping 
her twenty-dollar bill as if it represented a 
fortune. And promptly one week later = she 
mailed it back with thanks. That little figure 
is always sure of a hearty welcome by the ex 
ecutive staff of that house. They don't very 
often run across genuine appreciation in smal! 
loans like that. 


Very often an act that can work in one de 
velops an idea that a full stage attaches an air 
of importance to their act, and the curses of the 
stage manager are many and varied. Then again, 
the acts may be of such a nature that it Is im 
possible for the stage manager to make a proper 


““set’’ for the next one without driving an act 
further toward the footlights. Of course he 
ean not help it, but he must stand for the 


showers of abuse that are heaped upon him as 
a resuit. 

Performers do not always take into consid 
eration the fact that the stage manager is 
ften handicapped by conditions which he can 
not control. 1 remember a case where a mono 
logue artist was appearing in Boston, He had 
made his appearance in ope, and the next act 
required a full stage. Of course the stage hands 
Were doing considerable shuffling behind the cur 
tain, and while it was not audible to the 
audience, intently Interested in his monologue. 
it could be heard by him distinctly. He broke 
off abruptly in his speech. The audience sus 
pecting something novel, grew so still that one 
could hear a pin drop. Just then the stage 
hands were shuffling a heavy plece of furniture 
behind the curtain,‘ aod with the now absolute 
stillness in the house, the sounds were plainly 
evident. ‘‘Must be an amateur stage manager 
here, judging by the battle sounds behind m« 
he remarked. The remark elicited no laugh 
from the audience, and the stage manager made 
life miserable for him during the remainder of 
the week. 

A little softening on each side, coupled 
a display of sound common sense, can 
eliminate the hard feelings engendered by pre 
vious mistakes.

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CIRCUS PROGRAMS. 


Their Origin, and Thirty-six Years’ 
Experiences as a “Circus Program 
Solicitor.” 


By J. E. ALLIEN. 


To begin my story and anecdotes as a cir- 
cus program solicitor, I claim the title of 
@eing the oldest in the business, and am known 
by three different titles, viz.; “J. B.,”’ **Unele 
Ben," and “lop.” 

My career in this special line of business 
began in 1872, when | was engaged by Ps Be 
Barnum to obtain advertising for P. T. Bar- 
num’s Advance Courier. This was a_publica- 
tion about 16x10 inches in size. The two 
center columns were devoted to the = attrac- 
tions with the show, the two outside columns 
were used for advertisements, and as the con- 
trac: for space read, ‘‘One hundred dollars per 
column; guaranteed circulation, 400,000 copies,’’ 
and a line at the bottom of each contract 
read, “All authorized agents are supplied with 
a letter of authority, signed by P. T. Barnum, 
which see,” suffice it to say that nearly every 
one asked to see this document, not only be- 
cause Mr. Barnum asked them to, but out of 
curiosity to see the original signature of P, 
T. Barnum. ‘This publication was distributed 
one week in advance of the show. 

1 was obliged to see Mr. Barnum every morn- 
ing at ten o'clock sharp, at his city residence 
on Fifth Avenue, New York City, and always 
saw him in the basement of his residence, 
which he used as a private barber shop. The 
interview was generally held while he was 
undergoing a shave by his private barber. 

Mr. Barnum was very particular about the 
class of advertising in his publication, and 
if of a mail order line, it was thorougbly in- 
vestigated, as Mr. Barnum said, “‘When it ap- 
pears in P. T. Barnum’s Advance Courier, I 
virtually endorse the same."’ 

In 1874, a man named Hardenburg in some 
way secured the exclusive privilege of the pub- 
lication from Mr. Barnum, but he only lasted 
one year. At this time an advertising pro- 


gram was unknown in the circus business, 
until Charles Lieyd secured a _ privilege to 
publish the Barnum & Bailey program. It 


was printed on pink paper, about 16x10, and 
was circulated free at each performance. Lloyd 
owned this privilege for a number of years, 
or until his death, and made a large amount 
of money. 

After Lloyd, a party named Harry Brown 
bad the privilege for one year. It was then 
secured by Joe and Hugo Mayer, and the same 


is now controlled by Joe Mayer, who has also 
the Buffalo Bill program. Mayer Bros. frst 
issued the free program, but a few years 


after they changed it to a magazine in style, 
giving a lot of useful and instructive reading 
matter and illustrations besides the advertis- 
ing, and this publication was sold for ten 
cents each. Strange to say, more are sold dur- 
ing a season than were ever given away. The 
writer was with them from the time they 
started until two years ago, when he joined 
hands with I. M. Southern, of Cincinnati, O., 
who controls and publishes Hagenbeck-Wallace 
Shows’ Program, Ranch 101 Wild West Pro- 
gram, John Robinson's Ten Big Shows’ Pro- 
gram, Howe's Great London Show's Program, 
Norris & Rowe's Show Program, Sells-Floto 
Shows’ L’rogram, and has two others in view. 

Soliciting advertising in circus programs is 
not as easy or enjoyable an occupation as ene 
would imagine, and there are not many suc- 
cessful ones. 

In securing advertisements I generally com- 
mence about January 3, and travel from Port- 
land, Me., to Omaha, Neb., taking in all of the 
large cities, as well as the small ones, in 
order to interview the national advertisers, ad- 
vertisers who continue their advertisements for 
the entire circus season of about thirty weeks. 

In the early days No. 1 and No. 2 Advertis- 
ing Cars were termed ‘Twin Cars’’; that is, 
they made every alternate town, and were two 
days in esch town, go there were two solicitors 
ahead of the show, one solicitor on each car, 
but now it has changed. No. 1 Car is three 
weeks in advance of the show, and the solic- 
itor travels with this car. We generally start 
on these trips some time in the latter part 
of March, and continue until November, mak- 
ing a town a day most of the time, in cold, 
rain, heat or snow, the town must be made, 
and some times you only have three or four 
hours to do your work. Consequently it is a 
case of bustle and quick work.

So, after ten persistent calls without 
cesults, | braced myself for the eleventh, when 
the advertising manager called up a tube to 
the president of the company, and sald: ‘That 
circus man ia here again.’’ Then, to my sur- 
prise, he said: “Go upstairs, the president 
wants to see you.’ I mounted the stairs lead- 
ing to his sanctum with a throbbing heart, 
knowing not what was to happen. I gently 
rapped on the door, and a voice inside, ‘‘Come 
int’ I entered a large and beautifully fur- 
nished office, when a gentleman of middle age 


said: “Have a seat."' Then he said: ‘‘Now, 
look here, Mr. Circus Man, | am going to 
patronize this circus program of yours, not 


that I value it as an advertising medium, for 
1 might just ag well put my preparations six 
feet under the ground, and expect any one 


to see them there, as in your program, but I 
admire your persistency, and any man that 
takes a turn down ten times and calls the 


eleventh time, deserves to be patronized."’ The 
contract was only for one-fourth of a page. 
The following year he gave me a half page, 
and the third year a Fail page, and at the 
Same time he gave me a letter, saying: ‘‘From 
a tabulation of answers received to our ad- 
vertisements in your circus programs, we have 
placed you third on the list." And this cor- 
poration, one of the largest advertisers for 
years, never had before or since advertised it 
an publication outaide of newspapers and mag- 
azines, except the cireus programs that I 
represented, and still considers circus programs 
a good medium of publicity 

At another time, In a small town, a 
chant gave me an interview of about 
minutes, and then sald: ‘Well, I don’t think 
I will take an ad this time, as I bave had a

lot of circulars printed for circus day." i 
then took my hat and sald: “Good morning, 
sir I am very much obliged to you for your 
kind attention In this matter, and hope to do 


some business with you in the future."’ Well, 
I had not walked fifteen feet from his office, 
When he called out “Hey! Come back! I 
am going to take that ad anyway, just for 
your thanking me for my time.’

Again, I interviewed a merchant, and after 
Interesting him, he said: “How many of 
these books will you guarantee to sell in 
this town, if I give you an ad?’ I said: “I 
will guarantee you just two coples—one you 
will get, and the other the show will have.” 
“Fill out your contract. If you had said 5,000 
copies I would not have believed you, but as 
you ouly guarantee two copies I believe you 
will have more than 5,000 sold.’ 

Tody Hamilton and myself these 
towns together for several years.

The West has not felt the ef- 
fects of the present depression resulting from 
financial tangles and scarcity of work as has 
the East. It is a fact that cannot be too 
strongly emphasized that the weeks of the deep- 
est gloom in financial circles elsewhere were 
amone the most prosperous periods of theatre 
attendance {fn this thriving city of the West. 
Au oc.coat tact, anl one that may sound very 
broad and pretentious, is the statement given out 
by the manager of the Orpheum Theatre, that 
weeks of poor attendance in Eastern cities were 
top-notchers at the local Orpheum. 

Omaha is now nationally recognized as one of 
the best towns in the Middle West, and where 
we bad to be content with a one and two-night 
stand from the big attractions in years ago, 
Omaha vow receives liberal stays of from three 
to tive days from stellar attractions. Where 
we received but a handful of the big k'‘ts of 
the year in other years, we now have a full 
season of the best on the road. True, the 
Westerners generally, and Omaha particularly, 
take slowly to this or that which is innovatory 
in the amusement line; but once proved that the 
attraction has merit, the play and players are 
xiven the ‘“‘claddest of glad hands’’ by audiences 
that warm to favorites with a faithfulness not to 
be outdone by even New Yorkers. And, 
too, while on the subject of weariness of 
the public, it is not amiss to drop the per- 
tinent remark that the West does not, as was 
its wont in years ago, accept the East's stamp 
of approval oc rejection of this success or that 
failure as tried out on the Great White Way. 
The West has a mind of its own, and much 
money of its own, and attractions have got to 
show the people before they are taken to the lat- 


ters’ hearts and lavished with the sweet meed 
of applause year after year. 

Looking into the future, it would be a very 
pessimistic person who would not predict Omaha 
one of the finest theatre towns in the country. 
With our marvelous progress in a commercial 
line, there is an inflow of new population and 
the bigger the town gets, the bigger we are 
theatrically. Omahans were so eager to see 
and hear the great Bernhardt, (only a small per 
cent. could understand what it was all about) 
that over 5,000 crowded into the Auditorium 
to see the wonderful French artist of the dra- 
matic world. With good American attractions, 
the crowds are doubly enthusiastic. The West 
is not as curious as the East. We will not pay 
out good money to see something just because 
it is new or novel. There has got to be merit 
or we won't go. Bernhardt’s acting, which 
could be understood by an audience of Hindoos 
or Esquimeaux, was the merit that drew; it 
Was not so much the wonderful voice of a thou- 
sand moods. 

Omaha is fairly well supplied with theatres 
and while perhaps we do not have as many as 
other cities of our size, we boast in the Boyd 
Theatre, under the management of Ed. J. 
Monaghan, of one of the most up-to-date 
houses in the country, playing first-class attrac- 


tions. The Boyd also is one of the largest 
theatres in the West. 
The Krug Theatre, ‘‘Doc’’ Breed, manager, 


is as good as any of its class, playing at popu- 
lar prices some excellent attractions. 

The Burwood Theatre, E. L. Jounson, man- 
ager, is the home of the Burwood Stock Com 
pany, admittedly one of the best in West. 
Some excellent stock plays are offered the pa- 
trons of this house with a change of program 
each week. The Devil recently ran at this 
house for thirty-nine performances. The Girl 
of the Golden West is now in its second week 
and bids fair to run into the third. 


The Orpheum, under fhe management of Wm. 
P. Byrne, gives us the same acts that are seep 
in ali the Urpheum Circuit bouses aud some ex- 
cellent. bills are offered during the season. 

So the people of this city are well taken care 
of in the way of theatrical entertainment dur- 
ing the season. However, we are not so fortunate 
when it comes to outdoor or summer amuse- 
ments. The city haus only bad one amusement 
park, the Krug, which closed the middle of last 
season, with the announcement never again to 
open, leaving us without a park in tue city. 
The closing of Krug Park was caused by a re- 
fusal of a license to sell liquor. It is claimed 
by the management that the park could not 
run and make expenses unless liquor was sold. 

This park is a delightful place with its many 
beautiful flower beds and amusement devices. 
Manager W. W. Cole made a specialty of the 
music, baving at all times a large band, and 
often engaging traveling bands of great repu- 
tation. The patrons of this park, which is 
mentioning the entire city, would like to see 
some arrangement made whereas the park can 
open next season and it looks very encouraging 
at the present time. It is improbable that 
this, our only park, will remain closed. 

Lake Manawa, icated across the river near 
Council Bluffs, lowa, has been a favorite place 
for the people of this city, especially durt 
the past two years, under the management 
Wm. P. Byrne, who has made many improve- 
ments. Each succeeding season finds this lake 
resort more beautiful than ever. It is likely 
that some new amusements will be added to the 
park the coming seasen. 

The work of completing the Auditorium Is be- 
ing rapidly pushed and when finished will make 
one of the best buildings of its kind in 
West and the management will endeavor to se- 
cure some of the attractions suitable for an 
auditorium. The building is at the present 
time being handsomely decorated for the Na- 


tional Corn Show, which it is expected will 
bring thousands to this city. 
Manager Monaghan, of the Boyd, has given 


us a good string of attractions and the patrons 
of this house have shown appreciation by lib- 
eral patronage. This is the second year of 
‘*Eddy’s’’ reign as manager and he bas handled 
the house with the ability and ardor of an ‘‘old 
timer."’ 

Under the able management of ‘‘Doc’’ Breed, 
Krug Theatre has had a very prosperous sea- 
son, playing more and better attractions than 
ever before. Besides Mr. Breed's connection 
with the Krug Theatre, be is the general man- 
ager of the Ak-Sar-Ben Carnival, one of the 
largest held in this country. “Doe” has 
brought the carnival up to a perfection attained 
by few men of the country. 

Manager Wm. P. Byrne, of the Orpheum, 
who was appointed this season to this position, 
has evidently been making good and informs the 
writer that the present season bids fair to sur- 
pass all past years and has been very pros 
perous from a box-office viewpoint. 

More tent shows, circuses and wild west at- 
tractions showed here this season than ever 
before in the history of the city and they all 
did a splendid business. 

It now looks as if the year 1909 would prove 
a very successful one for all amusement enter- 
prises in this city.

The Twin City Wonderland is the biggest and 
most heavily patronized of the amusement parks 
and is most ably managed by Mr. F. H. Camp 
Wonderland is dark through the winter season, 
but will re-open early in May and it is rumored 
that several new features and attractions wil!

No City in the Land Was Harder Hit from the Stand- 
point of Amusements---But Neither Has Any Other 
Shown Greater Recuperative Force. 


T is possible that of all the large cities of 

the country, Pittsburg was the hardest hit 

the theatrical line by the panic, from the fact 

that it suffered the worst in all lines of in- 

dustry. This naturally caused curtailment gt 
expenses by the pleasure seekers, and tiils 
year will certainly be remembered by all own- 
ers and managers as one of the most disastrous 
in their experience. All have suffered propor- 
tionately; none in particular. While it is a 
true saying that ‘“‘it could have been worse,”’ it 
is, nevertheless, very gratifying to say that at 
the present time a decided imprevement is 
shown in the attendance at the respective houses, 
and my talks with the different managers prompt 
me to say that, beginning with the new year, a 
return to the good old times, in evidence prev- 
ious to the panic, will be in order. While it 
is very doubtful whether or not any of the play- 
houses have made money this season of any 
consequence, some have played to business that 
was satisfactory under the circumstances. 

Our principal theatre, the Nixon, under the 
efficient management of Mr. T. F. Kirk, has 
beld up in the face of all the panic, and busi- 
ness at the present writing is exceptionally en- 
couraging. This house plays the leading attrac- 
tions and this season nearly every offering was 
that of some play entirely new to the city. 
We have hade several attractions of superior 
such as Ethel Barrymore, Rose Stabl, 
R Sothern, Maude Adams, Sam Bernard, 
Richard Carle, Elsie Janis, Victor Moore, and 
Hiattie Williams. The bookings for the re- 
mainder of the season compare favorably with 
the ones we have already had, and with return- 
ing prosperity, business should improve, not 
lone at this house, but at all of them. Manager 
Kirk has had his hands full in his efforts to 
keep business flourishing at the Nixon, and at 
the same time endeavoring to make the Duquesne 
a prosperous house, for up to within the past 
few weeks Mr. Kirk was also manager of the 
Duquesne.

“The price-range of twenty-five cents to one dol- 
lar seems to strike the responsive chord. Among 
the plays which have made such hits that repeats 
were required were The Old Homestead, Way 
Down East, and Wine, Woman and Song. Some 
‘of the plays that made their debut this season 
at the Alvin will be with us again shortly after 
the new year. Wine, Woman and Song holds 
the record for attendance at this theatre, and 
has been seen here twice each season for the 
past two seasons. Wright Lorimer, in The Shep- 
herd King, Andrew Mack’s Sergeant Devil Mc- 
Care, and The Time, the Place and the Girl have 
played the Alvin this season. The bills here are 
never of the ordinary class and are always 
worthy of the liberai patronage bestowed on this 
beautiful playhouse. With a continuation of the 
present efficient management nothing but con- 
tinued praise and satisfaction will be in order. 

While we have quite a number of houses play- 
ing vaudeville, we have only one that puts on 
vaudeville of the highest class. The Grand 
plays the highest-class vaudeville acts that are 
to be had in this country or from abroad. The 
‘bills presented at the Grand, under the manage- 
ment of Mr. Harry Davis, are second to none 
in high-class vaudeville. It is unnecessary to 
mention any of the headliners offered here. The 
fact of the matter is, that unless they’ are of 
exceptional merit they are not booked, and the 
better the attraction, the more the chances of 
getting a date at the Grand. The Grand was 
no exception to the rule. A falling off in busi- 
ness was as noticeable here as at the other 
houses, yet, with all the odds against running 
late into the summer, the Grand was the last 
house to close, as well as the first to again open 
this season. It is very gratifying to assert that 
business has again resumed the standard that 
existed previous to the slump, and capacity busi- 
ness is again a very frequent occurrence.

Mr. Merrill, of the Alvin, and Mr. Wilson, of 
the Bijou, resident managers, respectively, 
should come in for considerable praise for their 
efforts, efficient assistance and good counsel, as 
Doth are wide awake and hustlers.

that ever play the Bijou. Prices have been re- 
duced here and now range from fifteen cents to 
seventy-five cents.

This 
house, in point of architecture, seating capacity, 
exits, ete., compares very favorably with any of 
the other houses in the city. 

An endeavor to cover the ten-cent vaudeville 
and moving picture field would require more space 
than is allowed me We have quite a number 
of the ten-cent vaudeville houses, largest of 
which are the Family Theatre and the Hippo 
drome, both located on Fifth avenue. Both are 
putting on attractions that are well worthy of 
more than double the admission price, and in 
connection with the five or six vaudeville acts, 
moving pictures are also given.

A Discussion of Some Noted Skaters of the Past 


and Present 


With Some Estimates of Their Relative Merits and the 
Characteristics Upon Which Their Superiority Hinged 
---An Open Letter From C. V. Patterson

T is with pleasure that I am_ the recip- 

cipient of two very Interesting letters. 

one from Mr. . ° Patterson, of 

Richmond, Indiana, and the other from Mr. 

W. J. Barbour. of Rockford, MTlinois, tn 
which both gentlemen” recall the names 
of some of the old-time professionals who 
were a credit to the profession, and whom we 
so often hear spoken of in complimentary 
terms. I must not overlook Prof. Robtuson. 
of the Cincinnati Club. who was the first to 
suggest and ask for the whereabouts of the 
bors and girls of the roller skating world dur- 
ing the years 1&80 to 1890. It was the letter 
of Prof. Robinson that bronght the matter to 
my mind. and made me wish that TI could 
know of the whereabouts of these originators 
of the highest art of roller skating. Through 
these columns I mentioned that I wonld Ike 
to hear from them. and within ten days’ time 
I received a number of letters in answer to the 
notice. T am using this week the first two 
letters received, and will also make special 
mention of the others In later Issues. 

I have known that “‘Rillyboy’’ reached every 
part of the world, even the Fifi Islands. on 
the other side of the world, and from which 
place I received a letter the other day, asking 
me what skates I used and what was the 
best skate to buy, has The Billboard on its 
news stands. Going back to the subject again, 
1 herewith print some very interesting notes 
from Mr. Patterson’s and Mr. Berbour’s let- 
ters.

Dear Sir:—I have often Intended writing you 
expressing my appreciation not only of your 
professional work, but also of the ability man- 
ifested in your editorial columns of the skat- 
ing page of The Billboard. As an agent of the 
Henley Skate Company since 1884 up to the 
present time, I have covered a great deal of 
territory, and while I have never had the 
pleasure of meeting you, I have heard nothing 
but favorable comments of your great work 
and also your wife, professionally known as 
Nellie Donegan. Referring to your note of the 
17th, I was one of the chaps who was asso 
ciated with J. H. Fenton. one of the pioneers 
of roller skating, from 1878 until 1884, when 
Mr. Fenton retired from the roller skating busi- 
ness and devoted his time to bis turf goods 
emporium in Chicago, until the time of his 
death !n Paris. France, In 1892. 

Among the bors of the old times I recall 
Will Daniels, who is now connected with the 
horse exchange market at the Stockyards, Chi- 
eago, and who I hear is on the sunny side of 
easy street. 

Mr. A. E. Esterbrook at present is connected 
with the National Cash Register Company, at 
Dayton, O. 

Kobert Morningstar is managing the Lyceum 
Lecture Rurean, at Cincinnati, O. 

Raymond Mayer is at present in the real 
estate busine<s in New York, and he with 
his wife performed at many of the Eastern 
and Canadian rinks last season very success- 
wp 4 and who is a member of the P. E. R. 


Personally, I always thought that Mayer was 
the most finished and graceful skater of the 
old times. althongh it was a toss up between 
Daniels and Mayer, while J. H. Fenton was 
the greatest skater of the times, in that I mean 
that he bad more movements at his command 
than any of the others, and a very springy 
and elastic execution all his own. 

As to the lady skaters, I have about lost 
all track of them. Hattie Harvey, who was 
with Pattie for a long while, I understand, is 
living in Niles, while Mae Gieger, of LaFay- 
ette, Ind., is married and living some place 
“in the Hoosier state. 

Chas. Schaffer, who was one of J. H. Fen- 
ton’s managers, now lives in LaPorte, Ind., 
while the other successful manager, Mr. Chas. 
Lightfoot, 1s manager of the silverware de- 
partment of Peacock’s, Chicago, Ill.

They are up with the 
times. and are just as capable in the new 
echool of figures as they were in the old. and 
both Franks and Demers continne to originate 
new and novel figures and feats which make 
the younger experts hustle to even attempt to 
master them. 


Prof. Simmons, who during the old regime 
was more of a racer than an exhibition skater, 
has climbed with the times and to-day is 
spoken of as one of the top-notchers in all- 
round novelty skating.

Girls should be discouraged 
from accepting promiscuous invitations to dine 
from men whom they know little or noth- 
ing about in the different cities they visit 
Associations formed in this way are apt to be 
fully as harmful as any of those contracted in 
a professional way, and the stage gets the 
credit for it all. But really girl actresses are 
not half as bad as they are painted, and if 
they sometimes do foolish things—there are 
others.

Carl Carlson, of the Madison Garden, made 
the eight and three-fifths mile course, over 
which the roller Marathon was skated in Chi- 
cago Thanksgiving morning, in just ten seconds 
better than Harry Palmer, of the Coliseum. 
The racers, because of the big entry, were di- 
vided into two filelds starting one minute and 
fifty-five seconds apart. Carlson started with 
the last bunch, and although Palmer was the 
first man to glide across the tape, when the 
time allowance was adjusted, it was found 
that the winner’s title had been earned by 
Carlson in the excellent time of 35.03 minutes. 
The race through the courtesy of Mr. Dugan, 
of the West Side Y. M. C. A., started at the 
headquarters of that organization, and was 
done entirely over West Side Boulevards. Sev- 
enty-six competitors lined up for the get-away 
and at a signal from Starter Fitzgerald, flashed 
down Laflip street and swung easily onto the 
smooth pavement of Jackson boulevard, down 
Jackson and hurriedly turning north on Ashland 
the speedy crowd soon came to Washington bou- 
levard, then another turn and up to Oakley they 
flew, north on Oakley to Twelfth, then to Ash- 
land down which they straggled in striving 
bunches and over the same square course until 
they reached Jackson boulevard on the return, 
then in a corner-turning sprint up Laflin and 
to Monroe the racers whirled over the finish 
line in front of the Y. M. C. A. Building. Six- 
ty-four were able to buck the fierce wind that 
prevailed, the only bad and disagreeable fea- 
ture of an otherwise perfect day, and after the 
finish were hurried into the cozy quarters of 
the Y. M A., to the soothing delights of 
warm water and a rub-down. 

Palmer, for the first three miles of the race, 
was ahead, and alone in seemingly certain vic- 
tory, then the strong wind slowed him up and 
put @ crimp in his speed, and Carlson pluggling 
along with ground-devouring strides took up his 
pesition close in the lead. The race was fairly 
contested and won, and was capably bandled 
by the officials of the Rink Managers’ Associa- 
tion ang the Western Skating Association. It 
is announced that this initial race is but the 
forerunner of a series of regular annual roller 
skate Marathons. Prizes to the number of 
fifty are to be awarded those who finished up 
in front, and a gold medal from the Rink Man- 
agers’ Association and one from the Western 
Skating Association go to the winner and second 
man. The remainder of the prizes including 
donations from the Chicago Roller Skate Co., 
Richardson Skate Co., Pryor Mfg. Co., Barney 
and Berry, The Billboard and others will be dis- 
tributed by a cominittee appointed for that 
purpose. The Rink Managers’ Association are 
highly elated over the complete success of the 
event and already have under way all prepara- 
tions for making the Marathon Race a perma- 
nent feature of their organization.

WEEDS IN THE SHOW GARDEN. 
By JOHN D, CAREY. 


Nearly every one in the show business has 
at some time or other encountered the indi- 
vidual who gains admission to the show on a 
free pass and then knocks the show. He is the 
same individual who will tell you that shows 
take all the money out of town, but no show 
has yet been organized that ever carried out 
any of his money. It is not of him that I will 
write, but of another individual who is to be 
pitied just as much as the knocker alluded 
to in the opening paragraph. This individual 
is a booster for himself and then says dis- 
araging things about results that he himself 
s responsible for. I refer to the one who al- 
ways reads paragraphs from the theatrical pa 
pers and then questions their truthfulness. 

It is lamentable but true that items appear- 
ing in theatrical papers are often the flights 
of unlimited fancies and while they are barm- 
less in themselves they gain an unenviable repu- 
tation for the paper in which they appear. 
While the paper is held responsible for them by 
its readers, the editor has yet to be created who 
can present himself’ and the we he represents 
from being imposed upon. All theatrical pa- 
pers have their regular correspondents sta- 
tioned in every city, who send in their weekly 
letter, telling of the business in the houses in 
their territory as well as present and coming 
attractions. Generally their reports can be 
credited. The same papers are always ready 
to accept show news from many other than 
their regular correspondents. 


It is done solely to secure all possible matters 
of interest for the thousands of readers. Press 
agents, agents of all kinds and performers are 
self constituted correspondents who write pre- 
cisely as they talk, with exaggeration painfully 
conspicuous and truth regretfully absent. I 
am not making this accusation against every 
one in the business, but I am quite safe in 

resuming that the majority of the readers of 

e Billboard will agree with me that there 
are a lot of them. Newly created press agents 
are the limit and the line of stuff they foster up- 
on the cditor would make Annaias and Munchan- 
sen turn their medals over to him. He reads his 
own articles with glee and considers them the 
acme of journalistic ability and in the same 
breath ridicules the articles from other shows 
appearing in the same issue. Week after week 
through the entire season be will tell of the 
phenomenal business his show is doing, never 
a loosing stand, show coining money, when other 
showmen know his aggregation has not cleaned 
up a dollar in ten days. Should any other show 
report good business it is then that he will rave 
about the unreliability of professional pertedi- 
cals. It is this class of self opinionated 
writers. who make theatrical papers unreliable, 
and bring them in bad repute. 


It is these same unscrupulous press agents— 
perish the title of press agent—who never con- 
sider that they are responsible for the paper's 
, but can see that the other fellows 


Often added to the items by the paper’s readérs. 
“And, agaip. if you*will follow and read be- 
tween the lines a these articles, you will find 
that the show that paid postage on his letter 
gets not near as much recognition as does the 
writer of the article. Why only a short time 
ago a writer of one of these psendo contribn- 
tions imparted the interesting press of infor- 
mation that he had been “re-engaged for next 
season at a much larger salary and two assist- 
ants.’’ Lucky boy! and I will venture to say 
that every showman in the conntry breathed 
easier when they knew he had been re-engaged. 
No matter if thev ever knew him before or not 
it was so kind in him to tell the show world 
that he had been re-engaged for next season, 

The show worked in a colony-in itself and 
like a great large family. who are always de- 
lighted to hear from the absent ones. Onur pro- 
fessional pepers are our clearing houses and we 
shorld strive, to keep them in good repute. 
Professional people need a reliable paper and 
it. is for them and up to them only to make 
it reliable. The paper’s owner, his editorial 
staf or his exeecntive cannot make it reliable, 
it remains solely for the contributors to do so. 
Those who are on the salary lists as press 
agents shonld not reserve all their dreams for 
their favorite show paper. but shonld try them 
ont on the city editor and listen to them fall. 
There is nothing to gain by exaggeration in a 
show paper. It has no large circulation astridé 
of onr own circle and it is not. possible that 
any careless handling of the truth is going to_ 
increase the shekels on the front door. 

When you write of vonr show do not confine 
yourself to what “‘YOT’’ like to see in print 
concerning yourself. Put that fm the letters 
you write to those whom you think will see 
you in print. Send only to your paner snch 
matter as will interest the readers of the paner. 
Let it be told briefly and truthfnlly. If bnest- 
ness jis bad. say so or say nothing. 
anvthing that every one else knows is untrue. 
I know around every show ftheré_is a let of 
readable gossip that is interesfin net o 
vour own show, bnt to others. ell ft. 
you ever stop to think that there are many hvn- 
dreds of people who keep The Billboard on file 
for references? If yon did. or. if yon did 
not, think now how misleading false statements

pany he remained until 1896. For three years, 
or until 1899, he served as electrical engineer 
and designer for the Standard Thermometer &

FRANK MELVILLE DEAD. 


Frank Melville is dead. The call came to 
him suddenly on the night of Monday, Novem- 
ber 23, while seated in the office of Wells 
Hawks at the New York Hippodrome. He had 
been ailing for a long time and for a week or 
so prior to his death he had been unable to 
attend to his duties at the big playhouse. In 
the interim, his brother, George Melville, had 
been looking after the circus part of the pro- 
gram. On Monday evening Melville had called 
at the Hippodrome to see if his work was going 
along satisfactorily and had entered Hawks’ 
office to see the Hippodrome’s general press 
representative, with whom he was on very fra- 
ternal terms. Hawks was out in the audito 
rium, and before be returned Melville was 
seized with an attack of heart failure. 

Samuel Blyer, the pay-master, was the first 
to discover Melville’s critical condition, and 
ran to the office of John D. Fitzpatrick, man- 
ager of the bouse, and notified him. Mr. Fitz- 
patrick, who is the possessor of a physician's 
certificate, made an examination and found that 
Melville was past all assistance or need of it. 
Doctor Jesse W. Amey, who was called in, de- 
clared that Melville had undoubtedly died in- 
stantly. 

Frank Melville was known in every city, town 
and village in the United States wherever a 
cirens has performed. Since he was a child in 
arms he had been connected with some trav- 
eling show, either as helper, bareback rider 
or direct qe aiagnme from a family of circus 
folk and » was hardly able to sit up ia 
his crib he was carried in his father’s arms 
while the latter rode a horse bareback in the 
ring. Later on he rode on his father’s should- 
ers. 

When old enough to ride a horse, Melville 
rapidly developed into so expert a performer 
that be could turn somersaults on the back of 
a running horse. About this time he came to 
the attention of P. T. Barnum and joined his 
circus. At first he was one of the riders, but 
later took to training horses, elephants and 
other animals, and was made equestrian direc- 
tor. He held this position when the Hippo- 
drome opened, and he was signed by Thompson 
& Dundy. During the civil war the Melville 
Family performed under canvas along the banks 
of the Mississippi river. One night they would 
— Confederates and the next Union sol- 

ers. 

Melville leaves a wife, but no children. As. 
for whose future his parents had most sanguine 
expectations, died several years ago, and Mel- 
ville never recovered~from the blow. Melville 
Was unsurpassed as a maker of ‘‘copy’’ for the 
press agent of any attraction be happened to be 
with, and his reputation among newspaper men, 
not only in this country, but also in Europe, 
was phenomenal. He will be sincerely and 
genuinely mourned at the Hippodrome as well 
as among all who knew and loved him for his 
big heart and sterling qualities. 

Memorial services, under the auspices of the 
Order of Elks, were held November 27, in the 
Seventy-first Regiment Armory. A circus tent 
of white roses and a reproduction of the huge 
stage on which Melville had spent the few 
years of his life were among the floral offer- 
ings. Hundreds of theatrical people attended 
the services.

hard at it turning out new floats for the Ring- 
ling Bros.’ Shows. An immense amount of work 
is being turned out in the way of equipment 
for the Adam Forepaugh-Sells Circus. The Sells- 
Floto people have built new winter quarters, at 
Denver, and mean to add ten cars to the show's 
equipment, There is more preparatory work go- 
ing on, er will be in full swing within a few 
weeks, than has ever before been known in 
previous years in the cireus world. There will 
be at least eight shows on the road next sea- 
son, which were idle during the season that 
is past. These shows will require tons of print- 
ing. One of the biggest show printing houses 
in the country. is preparing to run its plant 
night and day for four months to carry out its 
contracts. It is not possible at this time to 
adequately estimate the number of people that 
will be employed by the circuses next season, 
but it will run away up into the thousands. 
It certainly looks as if the demand for talent 
would be record-breaking, and that the recruits 
in the business would necessarily be many. The 
good old lesson that the public will support 
that which is deserving, is well understood by 
the circus managers, and they are all making 
earnest promises to put out shows, each one of 


which is to be “the best ever.”’ 

It ought to, and undoubtedly will, bring a 
lot of Christmas cheer to the circus man, 
whether he be performer, musician, animal 
trailer, canvasman, or stake driver, that the 
prospects for the coming season are so bright, 
and so comforting. He is a very decent sort— 
the circus aman.

A MESSAGE ON THINGS THEATRICAL, 


Mr. James Forbes author of The 
Chorus Lady and The Traveling Salesman, in a 
recent interview on theatrical topics, said: 


‘“‘No, I haven’t a great, burning message to 
deliver to the public across the footlights, and I 
confess, frankly, that I write my plays to make 
money out of them. 

“Why the ghastly problem play? Why the 
play with the unhappy ending? Why send the 
audience out into the night with the feeling, 
“What's the use of anything’ 

“To my humble mind, the most powerful sen- 
timent in the world is that of hope. It links 
nations together and makes life bearable. So, 
when a playwright sends his audience out of 
the theatre after seeing a dismal play that 
practically eliminates the feeling of hope, he 
is misusing the theatre and the audience. 

“Surely, there’s a laugh in life somewhere. 
Why not bring it out? And surely life is full 
of interest on every hand. Why not bring that 
out? Nearly every one has moments of comedy, 
philosophy and interest. Let the author deal 
with them instead of letting bis characters wal- 
low in gloom. 

“To my mind, an eighteen-dollar-a-month flat 
is more full of dramatic posibilities than is a 
drawing-room. And the day laborer has greater 
potentialities than has a captain of industry. 

“Why should it be derogatory to a playwright, 
or any other imaginative writer, to acknowledge 
that he labors with the dollar in view? 

“Immunity from financial worry sbould bring 
greater freedom to the creative instinct. 

“Is the prod of necessity absolutely 
good work? 

“The American dramatists are the most cod- 
dled and cuddled persons in the world. So are 
all dramatists. Why, the dramatist is king 
of the | situation — absolutely. The mab- 
agers, the actors are all dependent upon him.

This American ‘‘patriot,’’ in reality 
an English knight, with his friends of the min- 
ing camp, ieaves the camp behind for the fash- 
ionable life of an exclusive London society. 

One of the conditions under which he is to in- 
herit his uncle’s fortune is that he marry his 
kinsman’s ward. Under a valet, who has been 
engaged chiefly as a social mentor, he trains 
for six months to enter society. His lessons 
from the valet and his final meeting with the 
girl chosen for him by his uncle, afford some 
of the most amusing features of the play.

Tiefland is not an epoch-making 
work, but it is a vigorous and striking dramatic 
production, with a vein of poetic fancy through 
it; an opera that has its places, if not through 
out its extent, strong interest with an abund 
ance of ideas, presented with accomplished skill. 
Tiefland is, primarily, a drama. The music is 
deliberately made to enhance the dramatic val- 
nes of the piece, the motives of the characters, 
the power of the situations. Only in a few 
c'imaxes, and in the orchestral prelude and in- 
terlude between the introductory scene and the 
first act does the music claim the predominat- 
ing place. Yet, here, and throughout, it is 
truly dramatic, and it is felt, not as an in- 
truded, but 9s an essential factor of the whole. 

There is something in the title symbolical of 
the purity of the mountain heights, as con- 
trasted with the meaner doings of the lowlands 
—which dwellers in the lowlands will not be 
ready to admit—and the drama expounds the 
uplifting force of that purity and strength upon 
the fallen. It sets forth the transformation of 
a simple and unsuspecting peasant into a fierce 
defender of his honor; the working through it 
of an ardent and ideal love; the transforma- 
tion of a wretched woman’s disdain of one 
whom she regards as a credulous lout, without 
a sense of honor, into surrender to the power 
of that love. 


FRANK MELVILLE DIES SUDDENLY. 


Frank Melville, a famous old-time 
circus man, dropped dead in the office of Wells 
Hawks, general press representative of the Hip- 
podrome, at 10 o’clock Monday night, Novem- 
ber 23, while sitting in the office waiting for 
Mr. Hawks to come in. 

Mr. Melville, for the past five years, has been 
equestrian director of the Hippodrome. His 
name has been known in connection with circus 
life for almost two generations. He had called 
at the Hippodrome to make arrangements for a 
new circus which is to open there. For several 
days he had been suffering from heart trouble, 
but last evening seemed better and there was 
no thought of a fatal termination of the dis- 
ease. 

Mr. Melville was sitting on a chair in 
Hawks’ office. There was no person in the 
room at the time. Mr. Hawks was standing 
just outside of the door talking to Dr. Fitzpat- 
rick, the house physician. He heard the sound 
of a fall and running into the office, found Mr. 
Melville gasping on the foor.

Dr. Fitzpatrick immediately saw the old 
circus man was in a serious condition and called 
in Dr. Amey, but Mr. Melville died in less 
than twenty minutes. The physician pronounced 
it a case of heart failure.

Mr. Melville was fifty-seven years old. 
was one of the first men to do a somersault on 
the back of a running borse, and this feat won 
for him an international reputation. He was 
considered one of the best trainers of circus 
horses in the world. With his wife, he was 
seen last season at the Hippodrome in a_ high- 
school act. 

Prior to his connection with the Hippodrome, 
Mr. Melville was with the Barnum & Bailey 
and Forepaugh shows. Shortly after his death 
Coroner’s Physician O’Hanlon arrived and is- 
sued a death certificate and permitted the re- 
moval of the body to an undertaking estab- 
lishment.

But if she hadn't been 
cared for she might have died on the street be- 
fore morning.’’ 

Keller knew the woman's history. She was a 
daughter of Colonel John Dreux, a _ wealthy 
Texas ranchman; was educated in England and 
there joined the Beerbohm Tree Company. Then, 
for more than ten years, in the United States, 
she played leading parts, mostly in stock com- 
panies, though she was with William Gillette, 
in Too Much Johnson, and in one or two other 
Frohman productions. She earned at times $200 
a week, but gave most of it to needy fellow 
artists. For a long time she headed the casts 
of stock companies at the Columbia Theatre and 
the Twenty-first Street Opera House in Chicago, 
where Keller met her. 

Recently she returned to New York penniless 
and ill. She was taken to Bellevue from the 
Keller home. 

Keller, assisted by Mrs. Carol Dailey, of No. 
541 West One Hundred and Forty-fourth street. 
with whom Miss Dreux formerly boarded, enlist- 
ed the aid of the Actors’ Fund to bury the 
woman this afternoon from the Campbell Burial 
Company's establishment, No. 241 W. Twenty- 
third street. Interment at Evergreen was ar- 
ranged for.

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The Stroller was wandering down Christopher street, New York, in the 
vicinity of Tenth avenue, a few weeks ago, when a crowd of children, shouting 
about a pile of rickety old furniture, piled promiscuously against the curb- 
stone, attracted his attention. It was 
a bright, sunshiny day, but the child- 
ren had extracted several dilapidated 
old umbrellas from the debris, and 
were marching about with them 
raised. The neighbors on both sides 
of the street were looking out of their 
doors and windows, and manifesting 
considerable amusement at the enter- 
tainment afforded by the street gam- 
ins. On the doorstep a gray-haired 
old hag wept with drunken vehemence. The Stroller’s curiosity was aroused. 
Idle time hung heavily on his hands, anyway, so he approached the distressed 
old woman and questioned her as to the cause of her grief. She explained, 
with many gesticulations and in sentences punctuated with hiccoughs, that 
the furniture was hers, and that she had been ejected from her small apart- 
ments in the tenement because of her non-payment of rent. She had nowhere 
to go. She did not even have sufficient funds to engage an expressman to 
take her furniture to a second-hand shop. The Stroller, naturally, was curi- 
ous as to the cause of her straightened circumstances, and the story, discon- 
nectedly elicited, and often interrupted with paroxysms of grief, was to the 
following effect: 

The miserable specimen of humanity before him had at one time, early 
in her career, been a stage beauty of wide renown and no small histrionic 
ability. She had left a comfortable home to espouse the theatrical profession 
and had been disowned by her Puritanical parents and relatives. The popu- 
larity which she immediately attained was sufficient to offset the regret that 
might have been caused by her exile from the little village society in which 
she had b.-n a respected figure. Everything went well for a time. She 
was petted and pampered and spoiled by managers, by associates, and by 
those on the other side of the footlights who aspired to her company. Now, 
in her old age, when all the past lay before her in retrospect, she knew that 
several good men had loved her truly for her charms of person and char- 
acter.

HARRY SiX—Acknowledged greatest of all shallow water high divers. 


The only diver that ever attempted and successfully accomplished the feat of diving from 
an &5-ft. ladder into a tank of water 8 ft wide, 16 ft. long and 4 ft. deep, while completely 
blindfolded. The following is one of the many newspaper clippings that this act receives in 
each city: The Rochester (N. Y.) Union and Advertiser—‘‘Daring diver plunges from dizzy 
height. The most sensational act yet seen at Ontario Beach Park. Harry Six was an unknown 
quantity when he came to Ontario Beach Dark yesterday morning, but, as the ladders from which 
he dives grew higher and higher, those connected with the park's affairs began to think the young 
man some diver. That a man could make two such awful leaps into space as did Six yesterday 
afternoon and evening and live to receive the plaudits of those that witngssed the feat is almost 
beyond the bounds of belief. Totally unprepared for the astounding feat, which was supposed to 
be on the order of the ordinary plunges made by other professional divers, the attaches of the 
park, who usually gather before the elevated stage at the noonday matinees, to pass upon the 
merits of the opening attractions, together with the regular noonday crowd of the park's patrons, 
watched, with amazement, the young man leave a narrow platform built on the top of a ladder 
tower over 100 feet in height and drop the entire distance, head foremost, and while blindfolded, 
into a tank erected at the base of the structure and filled with water to the depth of a scant 
three and one-half feet. On the space between the bandstand and the platform where are given 
the free acts, had been erected, one on top of the other, a tower, built of six 17-foot ladders.
